Y., by a ceremony performed by the 
Mayor of the Eighth Arrondissement, 
the quarter in which the singer has her 
residence. There was no religious cer- 
emony. 

Only the witnesses of the contracting 
parties were present. These were, for 
Mr. Chanler, Messrs. Loeb and Robin- 
son, old-time friel@g, and for the bride, 
Edmond Pizella, the artist, and her 
younger brother. The bride wore a 
slightiy décollete gray satin dress with 
a very short skirt, which clung closely 
to her figure. On her head was a little 
black capote with lace adornment, and 
around her neck was her celebrated 
rope of royal peafls. 

Her face was continuously wreathed 
in smiles during the ceremony and the 
Mayor’s address. Mr. Chanler gave 
the Mayor $200 to be distributed among 
the poor of the Arrondissement. 

After the ceremony the party re- 
turned to the residence of the bride’s 
mother, where a wedding breakfast was 
served. To-morruw Mr. and Mrs, 
Chanler will go to the chateau of Val- 
langoujard, near Billancourt, recently 
acquired by the bride, They are not 
likely to return to this country imme- 
diately. Mme. Cavaljeri-Chanler de- 
clares she has no intention of quitting 
the stage. 

The climax of the romance came 
more suddenly than expected. The 
marriage was originally arranged for 
the Autumn. Mille. Cavalieri had cn- 
gagements to sing in Russia and Seuth 
America, but she became slightly. ill 
and her physician advised against both 
trips. 

Mr. Chanler followed the singer to 
Paris, and when he arrived here a 
month ag» he pressed for an early mar- 
ringe. In this he was successful, and 
they only waited until the necessary 
papers for the bride could be secured 
from Italy. 


The courtship of Robert Winthrop Chan- 
ler and Mile. Lina Cavalieri has been 
watched witb great interest for many 
weeks by their friendg.in this city and 
abroad. Several times it was rumored 
that Mr. Chanier’s chances were gone, 
and it was not until the singer had left 
this country that her acceptance was 
cabled from Paris and all doubts were

Mr. Chanler, whose brother, Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanler, was formerly Lieu- 
tenant Governor of New York State, was 
divorced in Paris by his first wife, Miss 
Alice Chamberlain of Réd Hook, N, Y., 
in 1907, although the fact did not become 
generally known till the following year.

Five Miles of Cheering Crowd, 


It began in a crowd and it pagsed 
through a never-thinning cheering throng 
of men and women all along the five 
miles of street from the Battery to the 
Fifty-ninth Street Plaza. It was a real 
triumphal procession received upon landé- 
ing at the lower end of Manhattan, 

The crowd cheered, ‘‘ Teddy, our next 
President!’’ and they shouted until they 
were hoarse when Col. Roosevelt, stand- 
ing in the open carriage, bowing and 
lifting his hat incessantiy, called a word 
of greeting now and then to those he reo 
ognized as old friends along the line, 


The shouting heralded his coming and 
kept pace with him from the start prate- 
tically to the finish, and eyen after the 
parade itself was over and Col. Roose- 
velt had reviewed his former comrades, 
ome Rough Riders and the Spanish War. 
Teterans, and was whisked away in an 
automobile by Collector Loeb and Richard 
Parr, the Treasury agent who disclosed 
the sugar frauds. 

Everywhere along the fronts of build- 
ings were fags and bunting.

Lower Broadway, from the Battery to 
Fourth Street, was perhaps the noisiest 
section and the most enthusiastic of the 
entire line of March.

police were keeping the crowds back to 
the curb. Just behind the Commission- 
er's machine came the mounted police, a 
solid line of horsemen, reaching from 
curb to curb. At their heels rode Squad- 
ron A of the Mounted Band, playing Na- 
tional tunes. Then came the Rough 
Riders,.in khaki uniform and mounted on 
sorrel horses. 

Just behind them was Col. Roosevelt. 

_ Mayor Gaynor was at his side on the rear 
Seat, and Mr. Vanderbilt faced them. 
There were few moments. during the pa- 
rade when Col. Roosevelt was seated. 
Only when the procession came to a tem- 
porary halt here and there, did he sit 
down. The rest of the time he stood, one 
hand resting on the side of the carriage, 
the other busy doffing his silk hat. 

The characteristic Roosevelt smile was 
seldom abscnt from his face.

The 
fronts of the great buildings overlocking 
Battery Park broke out into wild huz- 
zaing and suddenly became alive with 
waving arms. 

The speech-making over the parade be- 
gan, and as Col. Roosevelt turned the 
corner from Battery Park to Broadway 
he. saw the beginning of two great 
throngs of citizens that lined the side- 
Walks the entire distance to Fifty-ninth 
Street. They stood shoulder to shoulder 
four or five deep, and here and there at 
points like City Hall Park and Madison 
Square they overflowed on to the grass. 
Pclice were stationed at every ten yards or 
s0 along the way, and the ex-President 
would have been more than human if his 
heart did not swell with pride as he stood 
in his carriage and saw this long line of 
people stretching as far as the eye could 
reach in front of him. 

A View from Windows. 


No less impressive were the throngs in 
the skyscrapers. They were the men and 
women who could not spare the time from 
their work.to go down <o the sidewalk, 
but rushed to the windows as the first 
cheers in the distance announced that 
the procession wes in sight.

Standing at a doorway were Mrs. Nich- 
olas Longworth and Miss Ethel Pooseveli 
[hey seemed to enjoy the scenes in the 
street amazingly, and led in the applause 
when the Rough Riders swung into view. 
Col. Roosevelt bowed to them as he 
passed, but had his attention taken up 
too much with the crowd and its plaudits 
to throw them more than a glance. 

Above Forty-second Street no more or- 
ganizations had been assigned places in 
line, but the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Peter Cooper Post, 25 strong, had taken 
position in front of Temple Emanu-el. 
They got a special greeting from (Col. 
Roosevelt as he went by. Beyond them 
the line of spectators in places was thin. 
Most of the spectators there consisted 
of women and children. 

Decorations were few in this part of 
the route, but the Dutch Reformed 
Church displayed the Stars and Stripes 
and German flag.. The Hotel Bucking- 
ham was ablaze with' the colors of the 
Rough Riders, and even the Democratic 
Club had hung out its own flag. 

The home of Cornelius Vanderbilt, at 
nearly the end of the line of march, was 
decorated with standards of small Amer- 
ican flags, and there Mrs. Vanderbilt had 
collected friends to see the parade. 

At the Fifty-ninth Street plaza every 
corner of the streets leading into it was 
massed with throngs. On the grass in- 
closure in front of the Hotel Plaza wag 
an ambulance station, with the nurses in 
white blouses and khaki skirts. A strong 
force or police was also heid in reserve 
there. 

As the parade reached the open square 
Squadron A formed in line, facing down 
the avenue, with their batons at the sa- 
lute, and behind them the Rough Riders 
formed a second line. They gave just 
the touch of formality which was needed 
to round off an occasion, which, from 
first to last, had been remarkable for its 
spontaneity and absence of anything ap- 
proaching officia} formalism in its hearty 
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remained under cover or the hood of tne 
auto throughout the trip across the East 
River. The remaining members of the 
family and Senator Lodge, with Nicho:ts 
Longworth, also sat in their automobiies, 

At the Long Island City Railroad Sta- 
tion the crowd was so large that the po- 
lice practiced a ruse by affixing a streamer 
io sOme empty cars at the north side of 
the station, while the special train with 
President Ralph Peters’s private car at- 
tached was waiting at tne south end. 
When the ex-President walked on to the 
platform protected by twenty-five police 
men the crowd saw how they had been 
fooled, and made a rush, but it was too 
late. He hurried to the car before they 
got there, and the gates were shut. 


In response to the enthusiastic cheer- | 


ing Col. Roosevelt stood on the rear plat- 
form of his car and said: 

‘I thank you all heartily and appreci- 
ate very much my reception here to-day. 
I am deeply touched by the welcome ac- 


corded me by my neighbors and friends | 


who have traveled here to welcome me. I 
thank you all.”’ 

The stations and crossings along the 

line were crowded with men, women, and 
children, waiting in the rain to cheer 
Theodore Roosevelt. At Roslyn the crowd 
was so great on the tracks that the 
train was stopped with a jerk to avoid 
killing some of the people. The journey 
occupied an hour and a half. 
‘On the trip Col. Roosevelt walked 
through the train and shook hands with 
the majority of the 470 members of the 
Reception Committee. who went up this 
morning to meet him. The station at 
Oyster Bay was packed with people, who 
cheered him as he walked to the rostrum 
which had been erected in the centre of 
th ball field. The rain nad ceased, and 
the sun ghone brightly.

My trip began 
the 23d of March a year ago, when you 
bade me good-bye at the station, and this 
is the ending, when I get through speak- 
ing. It is good to see you again at the 
Station and walk up behind the band. 

“I enjoyed hearing. the children sing, 
and J hope that there are some children 
present from the same school that my 
children attended. I am glad to see you 
all aguin, men, women, and little Oysters. 
A. normal school »20y passes his time in 
a state of semi-warfare with his elders, 
and J suppose I was no exception to the 
rule, but those who knew me as a small 
boy seem to have forgotten me by this 
time. 

“I can’t say how much these home- 
comings to Oyster Bay have meant to me 
in the 'ast dozen years. I know you all 
and I do not think there is one among 
you with whom I am not on good footing, 
I never can forget the welcome you gave 
me when I came back from the Spanish- 
American war. 

‘“‘T have had a most interesting trip and 
enjoyed it very much, lions and every- 
thing. Perhaps I enjoyed it a little more 
on account of the lions.

Both 
bills, with the signatures of Vice Pres- 
ident Sherman and Speaker Cannon at- 
tached, were sent to the White House 
in order to receive the signature of 
President Taft upon his return to Wash- 
ington after his few hours’ stay in Villa 
Nova. Mr. Taft signed the Railroad bill 
at 10:26 o’clock to-night. 

In addition to the passage of these two 
measures the House rushed the General 
Deficiency bill through with scarcely a 
change and sent it to the senate, where 
it will in all probapility be approved in 
short order. 

It was so generally understood at the 
opening of the session that there would 
be no organized opposition to either the 
Railroad or the Statehood bill that the 
few speeches which were made on the 
former measure were listened to by only 
a handful of members. Most of the 
Republicans and Democrats were loung- 
ing in the cloak rooms waiting for the 
vote. 

When the conference report on the Rail- 
road bili was taken up ne 
limiting debate to an hour and fifty 
minutes was reached. Representative 
Mann of Illinois, Chairman of the Inter- 
State Commerce Committee, who headed 
the House conferrees, explained the pro- 
visions of the report, and declared that 
the compromise that had been effected 
had resulted in a satisfactory measure, 
especially the Commerce Court feature, 
He insisted that this provision was dée- 
signed merely for political advantage, 
He deplored what he characterized as an 
effort to extend the powers of the Fed- 
eral Government at the expense of that 
of the separate States. 

Mr. Adamson announced that he would 
not vote for the conference report, al- 
though in the echoes of ayes which finally 
adopted it his voice could not be heard 
in*the negative. Not a single amendment

uires that the Constitutions adopted by 
the proposed States must be ratified h 

Congress and approved by the President.. 
Conceding that the Statehood bill will 
be in force within a few days, it will be 
necessary for the Territories to hold Con- 
stitutional Conventions, which will re- 
quire many weeks; submit the Constitu- 
tions to the people of the Territories for 
adoption, and then return them to Wash- 
ington. Provision is made against joint 
elections for the adoption of the Con- 
stitution and for the nomination or elec- 
tion of State officers. It is impossible, 
therefore, to specify when the people of 
the two Territories will enjoy the bene- 
fits of Statehood, and many believe that 
it will not be before the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1912. 

Before passing the six-million-dollar 
General Deficiency bill the House cut to 
$1,500 the item of $5,000 to pay the fee 
of lawyers who defended the House 
Printing Committee in the suits brought 
by the Valley Paper Company charging 
breach of contract. An amendment to 
the bill appropriates $25,000 for the ex-~ 
pense of investigating the subject of rail- 
road securities called for in the Railroad 
bill 


Senator Carter’s ambition to obtain a 
vote in the Senats to-day on his motion 
to concur in the House amendment to the 
Postal Savings Bank bill., failed of reali- 
zation, due to the difficulty of keeping 
Senators in the chamber owing to the 
excessive heat. The bill was undeg dis- 
cussion for a little more than two hours 
and then went over until Monday, when 
it was hoped a vote will be reached. 

Senator Carter’s concurrence motion 
was discussed by its author and by Sen- 
ator Smith of South Carolina, who an- 
tagonized the motion.

BERLIN, June 18. — The American 
flying ‘‘ craze,” as it is described in 
the European press, has finally infect- 
ed Germany, which for some time has 
been chafing under the reports of-avia- 
tion laurels captured by France, Eng- 
land, and the United States. 

In order to spur German aviators to 
emulate the triumphs of Paulhan, Blé- 
riot, Rolls, Grahame-White, Curtiss, 
and Hamilton, the German Aviation 
League offers a prize of $12,500 for a 
flight from Frankfort to Mannheim and 
back by way of Mayence and Wies- 
baden. The total distance is a lttle 
under 250 miles. 

Only German flying men tin German- 
built machines will be permitted to 
compete. A committee is already at 
work on the details of the contest, 
which, it is hoped, may come off inthe 
Summer or early in the Autumn. 

A prize of $12,500 for a flight from 
Munich to Berlin (450 miles) was of- 
fered several months ago, but the dis- 
tance and conditions were practically 
prohibitory for German flying men, and 
nothing has been done in the direction 
of an attempt to win it. 

The Frankfort-Mannheim flight is to 
be modeled on the lines of The Lon- 
don Daily Mail’s London-Manchester 
and THe New YORK TIMES and Phila- 
delphia Ledger’s New York-Philadel- 
phia flights. 

The committee, headed by Prince Al- 
bert of Schleswig-Holstein, will inquire 
exhaustively into the English and 
American events mentioned with a 
view to adopting as many of their con- 
ditions as are suitable for the German 
contest.

Government Seeks to Dissolve \the 
Great Lakes Towing Company. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 18.~Alleging 
that it is a trust and conducted in re- 
straint of trade, the Government to-day 
began suit against the Great Lakes Tow- 
ing Company to dissolve it. The company 
operates tugs, lighters, and wreckers

GIANT AUGERS TO DRIVE SHIP. 


Boat Builder Believes New Idea Will 
Develop Great Speed. 








Francis X. Gautier, 
Seattle, Washington, who has been in 
town for several days, received a tele- 
gram yesterday at the Maritime Ex- 
change, announcing the launching at his 
yards of the Halley’s Comet, a craft with 
which he will make experiments with a 
new form of vropeller. 

The Comet is 25 feet long. Beneath her 
hull, on either side, are suspended by long 
steel braces two steel rods with svecial 
flanges, like huge augers. These are 
two feet in diameter, measured from the 
periphery of the curved flanges, and each 
is 1» feet long. Like great gimlets, they 
revolve in the water by chain gearing op- 
erated by a 25 horse power engine. 

“I believe that this new style of pro- 
peller will drive a boat three or four 
times as fast as the old style on any given 
horse power.’ said Mr. Gautier. “In 
smaller models I have built the excessive 
vibration which ordinarily is a feature of 
great speed under high horse power has 
been entirely eliminated, and I believe 
the same wiil be true on larger boats, 

“The reason for this is that there 1s 
no rigid propeller shaft, only the flexible 
chain, and there will be no indirect back 
thrust in my device, as there is in the 
old-style screws.’’

Judge Hand Says Mortgage Covering 
Coal Company tssue Was Deceptive. 


Judge Hand of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court heard argument in Chambers 
yesterday in the final hearing of the bond- 
holders’ suit instituted by the Slater 
Trust Company of Providence, R. I. 
against the Randolph-Macon Coal Com- 
pany of Missouri and others. 

The cause of action alleged in the com- 
plaint is fraud on the part of the coal 
company in disposing of bonds amounting 
to $1,800,000 under the representation that 
it owned in fee simple more than 47,000 
acres of coal lands in the counties: of 
Macon and Randolph in the State of Mis- 
souri, when, it is asserted, its only title 
was the right to mine the properties. 

The first installment of interest on the 
bonds was paid, but the company default- 
ed on the second payment and then went 
into bankruptcy. The assets of the com- 
pany were bought by William A. Read of 
William A. Read & Co. of 25 Nassau 
Street. 

Overruling a demurrer to the complaint 
Judge Martin said: 

‘*A person examining this mortgage, 
having in mind that bonds to the amount 
of $3,000,000 were to be issued thereon, 
would in my opinion be fuily justified in 
understanding that this mortgage was 
intended to cover, and did cover, 
over 47.000 acres of land. of which the 
said coal company was the owner in fee,

passage is especially noteworthy: 

The facts are known now and the 
public can protect itself from dirty 
bread. There are three ways of doing 
this. One is adequate factory inspec- 
tion, of which there is little immedi- 
ate prospect because of the expense it 
would involve. Another is to know 
the bakery from which you buy—not 
the salesman, but the shop. This is 
hard to do, as bread is so largely sold 
at groceries, * * * The third is to 
demand the union label on each loaf. 
After a careful perusal of this article 

we fail to see how the demand by the 
purchasing public of ‘‘the union label 
on each loaf”’ will insure its cleanliness. 
The fewer hours demanded are fewer 
tH&an ‘the ten hours daily imposed by 
law.as the maximum, which, as the 
Federal Supreme Court has declared, 
“occupy the middle ground in regard 
to hours.” This question and that of 
higher wages are economic questions, 
which the employers and the unions 
can very well fight out by themselves. 
On the question of clean bakerooms 
there can be no dispute. The factory 
law requires frequent whitewashings 
and paintings of bakerooms and the en- 
forcement of sanitary conditions. If 
the appropriation for inspectors is too 
small, the Woman’s Trade Union 
League, which is interested in this 
strike, should try to have extra funds 
appropriated by the Legislature at its 
special session. 

The advice that families should know 
the bakeries from which they buy is 
excellent. Patronage of places that are 
spotlessly clean, and insistence by cus- 
tomers that the bread be wrapped be- 
fore it leave the bakeshop, would as- 
sure the reform which Miss Sumner 
urges the public to accomplish by 
supporting the uncertain demands of 
the unions. 








THE TEMPEST. 


The storm which burst over New 
York yesterday afternoon after the 
Roosevelt reception was well out of 
the way exceeded in violence and gran- 
deur any that is remembered by the 
oldest inhabitant In these parts. The 
gale was terrific, the city was shrouded 
in darkness, the rain was torrential. 
and the lightning played with awe-in- 
spiring effect. It was, in fact. a twen- 
ty-one-gun storm, appropriately with- 
held until the other memorable twenty- 
one-gun incident of the day was fin- 
ished. 

Reports of disaster on land and water 
were received while the tempest was at 
its height. Loss of life and destruction 
of property are inevitable in such a 
hurricane. This morning’s record shows 
that while the ample warning given by 
the slow development of the storm 
saved many boating parties, the list of 
casualties when it is completed will be 
large. The tempest of June 18 will be 
remembered even in a Summer so re- 
markable for wind and rain. A pros- 
pect of many of its kind would not be 
alluring to holiday makers. 
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THE COTTON CONSPIRACY. 


The indictment of the conspirators al- 
leged to b€ responsible for fixing the 
price of cotton too high is an acquittal 
of the New York and its 
cont: It should not be forgotten at 
this time when the price is said to be 
excessive that the foundation of these 
proceedings was laid when it was said 
that the price was too low. When the 
defendants were buying their supplies 
in anticipation of future scarcity there 
was a difference of opinion, and the 
sellers, were alleged to be depressing 
the price in a manner prejudicial to 
the planters.

Those anticipating a larger yield 
than was picked sold cotton so freely 
that later on they had to go abroad 
and import large quantities, according 
to report 50,000 bales ‘or more, to dis- 
charge such contracts as they could not 
otherwise settle. If their estimate of 
supply had been correct it is not sure 
that the price could have been put up, 


for maintained at a level which is now 


said to be excessive, but which has 
been exceeded previously without 
any proceedings having been brought 
against anybody. Hitherto those who 
have raised prices too high, that is 
higher than the relation of supply and 
demand justified, have paid the penal- 
ty in the market. The singularity of 
the present proceeding is that it is an 
attempt to punish by court procedure 
methods of trade which hitherto have 
been tested economically. 

The gist of the prosecution is that 
the price of cotton is excessive or ex- 
tortionate, and it is sought to punish 
the methods by which it was made so. 
But the market is repudiated as a test 
of the fair price of cotton, and it is 
sought to set up some other standard, 
based on an argument of what the 
price might have been if the defendants 
had not conspired. It will be interest- 
ing to see what is declared to be the 
fair price of cotton, and how the re- 
sult is reached. Are we to apply to 
trade in general the methods of regu- 
lating rates for railways?

It is fair to ask these questions be- 
cause nothing is alleged contrary to 
common trade morality except the 
breach of the anti-trust law. 

There is no suggestion of fraud, or of 
gambling in options, or of reckless 
plunging with the intention of ‘‘ welch- 
ing’ if the market was wrongly esti- 
mated. A corner is alleged, but there 
fs no allegation of a refusal to sell to 
anybody willing to pay the price fixed 
in open market. The defendants are 
responsible, and associated with them 
were more than fifty mills, whose man- 
agers believed in the market views of 


the defendants to the extent of being 


willing to buy for spinning a staple 
whose »rice should be fixed by this 
“conspiracy.” There is no private 
complainant. The Grand Jury is open 
to all, but no plaintiff appeared. The 
complaint was taken to Washington 
and was entertained by the official who 
prosecutes and grants dispensations at 
will, and sometimes does both to the 
same party on the same facts and law. 
Last week proceedings were begun 
against several defendants against 
whonris alleged nothing except breach 
of a statute about which the Supreme 
Court is disagreed, and which some- 
times is enforced and sometimes not. 
No one will defend an immorality. No 
one even would defend breach of a 
statute enforced impartially. If these 
defendants unlawfully conspired they 
ought to be punished. It is well to 
restrain excessive enterprise, but it 
would be a pity if the cure should be 
too complete and extend to all busi- 
ness as well as to railways. 








THE CAUSE OF PELLAGRA. 

Dr. Louris SAMBON, whov’has for some 
years been conducting researches in 
Italy for the English Pellagra Investi- 
gation Committee, has within a week 
reported that the disease, which begins 
as an ailment of the skin and ends with 
madness, is not caused by a diet on 
moldy maize. Dr. SAMBON says he has 
established scientifically that the para- 
site of pellagra is transmitted to its 
human victims by the bites of @ gnat, 
which breeds in 
the running streams of both the east- 
ern and western continents.

CHARITABLE FUNDS. _ 

This city. contributes each year $5,- 
000,000 to various charitable agencies 
to heal the sick and succor the poverty- 
stricken. Mr.—Danret C. POTTER re- 
cently retired as head of the Charities 
Bureau, and a preliminary investigation 
of his accounts has determined Mayor 
GaYNor, Controller PRENDERGAST, and 
Commissioner of Accounts Fospicx to 
ask for a sweeping inquiry into the 
conduct of the bureau. 

How are charitable funds apportioned 
and to what uses are they put? Prior 
to the Gerry decision in 18998 the State 
Board exercised supervision over both 
public and private charities. By this 
decision some 600 charities not in re- 
ceipt of public money were exempted, 
and these private institutions have 
since increased to about 750, expending 
each year more than $10,000,000. Gov. 
HvucGuHEs has just signed a bill bringing 
them again under simple, clear, and 
uniform regulations of accounting. 
Laymen who contribute to their funds 
cannot at present measure the charita- 
ble societies’ methods of economy and 
efficiency. and grave abuses of trust, if 
they exist, cannot be checked. It is 
time that reform tn both public and 
private accounting of moneys 80 sacre4- 
ly devoted should be enforced. 

BRITISH RUGBY COMING. 

According to a cable dispatch to our 
neighbor The Herald, the universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge plan to send 
next Fall a team of Rugby football 
players to tour the United States with 
the object of re-establishing the game 
in our schools and colleges, The play- 
ers will be satisfied with their bare ex- 
penses out and back, and with the con- 
sciousness of contributing to our knowl- 
edge of the game. 

The best possible testimony that Rug- 
by football, as it is ‘played in the 
British universities, is more spectacu- 
lar, more inspiriting to spectators and 
players, swifter, cleaner, more scientif- 
ic, and less dangerous than its degen- 
erate form in America, has been given 
by Mr. Donatp GRANT HERRING, a 
Rhodes scholar at Oxford, and a mem- 
ber of the Oxford Rugby team that de- 
feated Cambridge last year. Mr 
HERRING was the intercollegiate heavy- 
weight champion of this country and 
had won a place on two of Princeton's 
"Varsity football teams before he quali- 
fied in England. He states that the

His $500,000 Aviation Prize. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My recent announcement ifn your widely 
read columns that I would give $500,000 in 
cash to the first aviator who flew around the 
earth in elghty days, and that though I 
hadn’t the money now I would have by the 
time anybody did the stunt, has brought me 
numerous inquiries from envious persons, carp- 
ing critics, and doubting Thomases as to how 
I would get the money, implying thereby that 
I might resort to means well known to a great 
many money getters of these degenerate days.

THE WEAKFISH. 











Recommends Itself to Restaurant 
Keepers, but Not to Customers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THE NEW YORK Times of Sunday, June 
12, an excellent article on the subject of the 
weakfish contains a passage which might lead 
one to look for the fish north of Massachusetts, 
and with a northern name of salmon trout 
2r sea trout. Buzgzard’s Bay, on the Massa- 
chusetts coast, represents about the northern 

limit of range of the weakfish. Its, Indian 
name fs squeteague. In Rhode Ist&nd and 
northward to Massachusetts the latter part of 
the name is commonly chosen, and we have 

‘teague.’” On the way from Rhode Island 
southward to New York, however, the course 
of the name is more bumpy. The first part of 
the name is chosen, and then undergoes these 
changes en route: Squit, quit, whit, wheat, 
weat, and weak, the latter on arrival at com- 
mon parlance. The ‘name ‘“‘ weakfish,’’ there- 
fore, 1s a corruption of the first part of the 
Indian name. As we go southward along the 
coast below the range of real trout, the South- 
ern type of weakfish is called sea trout, be- 
‘ause they are bound to have just as good 
things down there as we have in the North, 
-ven though it fs only in a name. 

Unfortunately for restaurant customers the 
name ‘‘ sea trout’’ carries a suggestion of 
quality, which is lacking. Weakfish are per- 
haps the least desirable food fish found in our 
markets. The flavor for a few hours after 
delicate but evanescent, and has 

lisappeared long before the customer’s bill is 
paid. The flesh as found in market ts insipid 
and soft. The reason why weakfish is found 
abundantly on the bills of fare of respectable 
hotels and restaurants is because this suits 
the convenience of market men rather than 
the tastes of customers. It is an extremely 
abundant fish, and packs well in cold stor- 
age, where it remains for months, or even 
years, before appearing upon tables that pre- 
tend to furnish good things. 

Most of us who have done much fishing 
along the coast can remember when the mar- 
ket fishermen were profane on finding weak- 
fish In the nets in place of bluefish or mackerel, 
ind promptly threw them overboard. Finding 
in later years that they could get 1 or 2 
cents @ pound for them, because the mid@le 
men and market men were able to run the price 
up to 25 cents. per pound or more, and unload 
the product upon the public at that rate, the 
weakfish are no longer thrown away. 

There is a good word for the weakfish. 
however, They make very good sport for the 
rod or troll, and while the smaller ones are 
insipid in flavor, the well-fed adult fish is 
delicate and delicious for the table for a few 
hours after it ls out of water. 

The sea trout proper of the, North American 
Coast is the sea-run Salvelinus fontinalis, or 
equare-tailed brook trout, and a different fish 


still from the European sea trout. The salmon 
trout of North America is the lake trout, §Sal- 
mo namaycush, belonging to lakes and not 
WOing to the sea, The ‘‘ sea trout’ of the 
Southern Coast is a variety or species of weak- 
fish, and not in any way related to the Sal- 
monidae, ROBERT T. MORRIS.

Industrial and Soclal Justice League 
Must Defend Right of Property. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
The formation announced in to-day’s Trmrps 
of the Industrial and Social Justice League of 


America will no doubt be welcomed by intelli- |. 


gent Soctalists as an indication that their doc- 
trines @re to be met with the opposition of tn- 
telligent criticism and discussion. 

And may not we who are classed as indi- 
vidualists, but who, nevertheless, are not in- 
sensible to the existence of conditions that are 
driving the people to Socialism, may not we 
expect that the league in opposing Socialism, 
to direct its attention to those conditions and 
to make war upon causes as well as effects? 

It is hardly to be thought that any organiza- 
tion, religious or secular, which stands open- 
ly, uncompromisingly, and intelligently for in- 
dividual and social justice, will long fail to 
command popular approval. It is quite con- 
ceivable, howover, that even religious organt- 
zations cnay at times appear to be so unmind- 
ful of industrial injustice permitted by law 
as to loge thelr hold upon the people, leaving 
them to seek relief from wherever it may be 
earnestly and plausibly promised. 

But, however irreligious a people may seem to 
be, it fs not In the nature of things for them 
to lose that inherent sense of justice which isa 
part of their being, and which can never ba 
safely ignored by government. The particular 
economia policy which the league will have to 
oppose irvolves a denial of the right of proper- 
ty. The league will not contend that such right 
depends upon man-made law, otherwise the 
Socialist or any other party placed in power 
might legitimately change the law and abro- 
gate the so-called right. 

Tho right of property exists {n the nature of 
things, and is, therefore, called a natural right, 
being simply the relation which a man natural- 
ly sustains to the product of his labor. The fact 
that Socialists seem to advocate a legalized 
violation of that right should suggest inquiry 
as to whether it may not be already violated 
by law or legalized custom. The league will 
render valuable service if it shall make clear 
to the public in what the right of property 
consists, and answer the question whether its 
equal enjoyment is by existing law secured to 
all the people.

He it was who induced 
Livingston and Nicholas Roosevelt to send 
the first steamboat to New Orleans. The 
war cut Touro’s fortune in half through 
seizures of his ships. He stood ready to 
sacrifice what wag left and his life for 
his country. 

The story 








of his services is a long 
interesting one. It is true that he was 
not a native of Louisiana. But that is 
true of the majority of the men who re- 
solved that the vast Louisiana’ Purchase 
should not be taken by the enemy. Never 
before nor since has the American flag 
waved in battle over as many types of 
nationalities and races as confronted 
Pakenham, Burgoyne, and Cochrane at 
New Orleans. There were Jews, Cath- 
olics, Protestants, English, Irish, Scotch, 
French, Spantards, Germans, Portuguese, 
Scandinavians, Greeks, Mexicans, Afri-« 
eans, Afro-Americans, and native stock 
from as far away as Maine and frong 
almost every State in the Union.

HOW HE GOT HIS “STORY” 





Forced His Way on Royal Yacht to 
Obtain Information of Siamese 
King’s Day’s Employment. 





After thirteen years the story may now 
$e told—the story of my blundering and 
reprehensible behavior which was con- 
Woned with characteristic kindness by the 
eovereign whom millions to-day are 
mourning. 

In the Summer of 1897 the King of Siam 
‘was the honored guest of ‘this country, 
fnd I was one of the special correspond- 
@nts told: off by London newspapers to 
@iescribe his Majesty’s doings. The task 
kept us busy, for King Chulalonkorn 
proved a zealous student of Western in- 


Stitutions, and, his powers of endurance’ 


being apparently inexhaustible, he crowd- 
ed as many engagements into each day as 
would have sufficed an ordinary mortal 
for a week. Thus it came about that, 
pversleeping myself on the morning of the 
‘Aug. 4, after a nespecially exhausting 
gay, I arrived at Waterloo too late for a 
train I ought to have caught. It was a 
***snecial’’ by which the energetic young 
potentate was travelling to Portsmouth, 
with a view to visiting Queen Victoria at 
Osborne, besides inspecting the dockyard, 
attending Cowes Regatta, and keeping 
other appointments. 


The King Returns. 


|; I arrived at Cowes late that afternoon 
tn the anxious frame of mind of a writer 
évho, with the day nearly gone, finds him- 
pelf etill without any material for a de- 
Boriptive column that must be in type be- 
fore midnight. However, there was con- 
Solation in the knowledge that now at 
last I was about to get into touch with 
the facts it.was so important for me to 
learn. Judge then of my dismay when, on 
reaching the hotel, I was told the journal- 
ists had sent from Portsmouth a general 
telegram counter-ordering their beds.

It had been 
a reasonable conjecture that the King of 
Siam would be the only personage of 
exalted rank on board, and, with all be- 
fitting respect to that monarch, I had felt 
it would not greatly matter what he 
thought of my piratical proceedings.

Father Paul, Founder of Episcopal 
Monastery, Now a Catholic Priest. 


Following his ordination to the Catholic 
priesthood by Archbishop John N. Farley, 
at St. Joseph's Seminary, Dunwoodie, 
Yonkers, the Rev. James Paul Watson, 
founder of the Episcopalian monastery at 
Graymoor on the Hudson, celebrated his 
first mass yesterday. Father Paul had 








‘been quietiy pursuing his theological stud- 


ies at the seminary since the time of his 
renunciation of the Episcopal creed. 

While an Episcopalian he became noted 
for his independence of thought in reli- 
gious matters. It was long his hope to 
see a reunion of all the Christian 
churches, and as a preliminary step ho 
advocated an alliance between the Cath- 
olic and Episcopal Churches. To further 
nis views he began the publication of The 
Lamp, and speedily gained a considerable 
following. At the end of several years’ 
agitation Father Paul became convinced 
that he was & Catholic at heart and that 
it was his duty to join the Mother Church. 
He is a man of remarkable magnetism 
and earnestness, and since his renuncia- 
tion of the Episcopal creed he has been 
followed into the Catholic fold by the 
monks in the Graymoor monastery and 
the sisters in the convent. 

Sister Amelia, Superioress of the Gray- 
moor convent, was a witness of the cere- 
mony of the ordination of Father Paul as 
She has been a guest 
of the Sisters of St. Agnes in Yonkers the 
past few days. 

Father Paul will be the chaplain of the 
Graymoor monastery and convent, which 
are now under the auspices of the Catho- 
lic Church. He will also continue to pub- 
lish The Lamp, and advocate a reunion 
of all the Christian churches. The ordi- 
nation of Father Paul was witnessed by 
a large’ body of Catholic priests and prel- 
ates. 

The opinion was freely expressed at the 
seminary that the entry of Father Paul 
and his followers into the Catholic 
Church is the beginning of a general 
movement into the Catholic fold of that 
element in the Episcopal Church who 
have in recent years shown a pro-Catholic 
leaning.

A CARLYLE LETTER. 


Sold In Philadelphia—Alludes to His 
Cromwell Work and to Emerson. 


Among the autographs sold at auction 
recently in Philadelphia was a four-page 
letter of Thomas Carlyle, Chelsea, Aug. 
5, 1844, to his brother, referring to his 
“Life of Cromwell,” and mentioning 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. In part the 4etter 
reads: 


I hope I shall now get on with somewhat 
less interruption in my labors. It is a slug- 
lish element, sluggish as thick mud and bot- 
tomless, except when one makes a bottom. 
Nothing but strenuous, hard work, hard- 
er than I have yet continuously given it 
will bring me through. For all is chaos 
within it and without it. 

Ehue ! I am now about consulting with 
the Secretary of the Camden Society, but 
expect to hear that they, poor dilletante 
quacks, will Go nothing. Nothing remarka- 
ble has arrived here, except Hmerson’s let- 
ter, which, indeed, is not very remarka- 
ble, either. 

Carlyle first began serlous work on his 
“Life of Cromwell” in 1840. He found 
the investigating of dull records dreary 
work, and practically gave up hope of 
writing a regular history. He burned much 
that he had written, and began to collect 
all of Cromwell's extant speeches and 
letters, to which he added explanatory 
comments. When he had finished this he 
found, to his surprise, that the work was 
completed. He remained in London during 
1844 and 1845, until his task was done. 
The book appease in the Autumn of 1845, 
and met with general favor.

DISCUSS OTHER RELIGIONS. 


Missionaries Told They Must Study 
the Non-Christian Faiths. 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, June 18-—The 
sessions of the Worki Missionary Confer- 
ence continued to-day wbefore audiences 
limited only by the capacity of the audi- 
torium. Much enthusiasm was manifest- 
ed. The programme included the report. 
of the commission on “The Missionary 
Message in Relation to Non-Christian Re- 








 ligions.”’ 
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This report was presented by Prof. D. 8. 
Cairns, D. D., Professor of Systematic 
Theology and Apologetics in the United 
Free.Church College at Aberdeen. 

Dr. Cairns, who is one of the younger 


men of Scotland who have devoted much 
of their lives to the study of missionary 
quéstions, laid special stress upon the 
need for a thorough and sympathetic 
knowledge of the non-Christian religions 
by those who labor among their adherents, 
In the course of his report he said: 
“The thing which is necessary is that 
before man goes out to the field he can 
and he should learn a standpoint and a 
method and such a knowledge of the inner 
nature of the religion as will keep him at 
the outset from calamitous mistakes. 
‘‘The conclusion is surely inevitable that 
provision should be made for thorough 
teaching in comparative religion in all our 
colleges and training institutes. A new 
instrument of spiritual culture and propa- 
ganda has been put into the hands of the 
Chureh by the progress of this science, 
and it ie surely a plain duty to use it.”

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Views Taken in the Hawailan Islands 
Are “Within the United States.” 


Hawaiian views, printed on postcards, 
are held to be views ‘“‘ within the United 
States,’’ according to a decision made 
yesterday by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers. The test case be- 
fore the board stood in the name, of! F. F. 
G Harper & Co. of San Francisoo. Thea 
cards, which were printed Lithographictally, 
were assessed for duty at the rate of i5 
cents a pound and 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, under the provision in the Tariff 
act of 1909 for ‘‘views of landscapes, 
scene, building, place, or locality in the 
United States."’ 

The importing concern set up the con- 
tention that the cards did not depict illus- 
trations within the popular meaning of 
the ‘United States, atid accordingly lower 
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to ye West In- 


The first Patent 
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‘duty was claimed. One of the claims ad- 


vanced was that the articles should be 
allowed to enter as printed matter at 25 
per cent, or as manufactures of paper 


with a tax of 35 per cent., while an alter- 
nate claim was for an appropriate rate 
under the provision in the law for litho- 
graphic prints. None of the contentions 
advanced by the importer is allowed, 
however, by General Appraiser Fischer; 
who writes the decision for the board. 
In denying the importer’s protest, the de- 
cision says that as the cards are admit- 
tedly printed lithographically, they would 
be dutiable under one of the provisions 
claimed, if not excepted by the express 
wording of the Tariff act. 

“Irrespective of the rights and status 
of the people in the various States as be- 
tween themselves,’ says the decision, 
“the people in the various Territoriss 
stand on a par with the people in the 
States as to their rights as citizens and 
privileges in their relations with foreign 
Governments, for as between foreigners 
and our people all of the Territories are 
included in and form parts of the United 
States. So here in dealing with foreign 
merchandise there can be no doubt but 
that Congress did not intend to, nor in 
fact did, provide that views in one part 
of the country should pay one rate and 
views of the other portions pay another. 

*“We concluue, therefore, that for all 
tariff purposés the United States includes 
all of our States and Territories, except 
where Congress may have failed to extend 
such privileres by special laws to ac- 
quired territory. We hold that the post- 
cards before us are within the provision 
in Paragraph 416 for printed views and 
scenes in the United States. The protest 
is overruled and the decision of the Col- 
lector affirmed.”’

One woman was so bhadly hurt that 
there is little hope of saving her life, two 
or three more persons are believed to 
have been injured, but not seriously, and 
nearly 4,000 persons were thrown Into a 
panic yesterday afternoon when the Fore- 
paugh & Sells Brothers’ circus, which was 
exhibiting under canvas at 155th Street 
and Bighth Avenue, was hit by the storm 
that swept the city in tne middle of the 
efternoon.

The storm came so suddenly that there 
was no chance to get anybody out of the 
main tent, and when it had passed the 
canvas showed sixteen great rents due to 
he wind.

The horses had just been arranged 
the platforms and the ringmen were lead- 
the Shetlands into the arena when the 
storm broke.

First Poles to Give Way. 


The poles that broke first were three 
of the quarter poles on the western sidg 
of the tent opposite the reserved seat 
section. These poles snapped in two, and 
as they fell there was the terrifying rip- 
ping of canvas, and a moment later tor- 
rents of water poured into the tent. 

Altogether six of tne quarter poles, 
which next to the three centre poles are 
the main supports of the canvas, broke 
during the. storm, while no less than six- 
tven great rents were torn in the can- 
vas overhead, through which the water 


poured, covering the arena in places to 
a depth of nearly two feet. 

Mrs.- Pratt was struck, it was said, by 
a section of One of the broken quarter 
poles. Circus employes ran to her as- 
sistance. They carried her into the prop- 
erty. tent and did what they could to 
make her comfortable pending the ar- 
rival of the ambulance. 

The other persons reported injured were 
said to be circus employes. One of them, 
@ spectator said, was struck down by 
a falling quarter pole. Mr. Ringling 
Said, however, none of his employes was 
injured. 

The getting of the sixty-one horses in 
Curtis’s act down from their pedestals 
ay out of the main tent was a difficult 

‘at, but every animal was guided safely 
into the corral. 


The Menagerie Behaved Well. 


In the menagerie all the animals’ ap- 
peared to have been on their good be- 
havior during the storm. The tigers slept 
through it all. A Times reporter himself 
saw the biggest of the Bengals sound 
asleep, while his mate appeared as if she 
was just awakening from a ‘sound nap. 
The lions were a bit peevish, but did 
not show signs of fright. 

The herd of fourteen elephants were 
driven into 155th Street, where there 
would be little danger of their trumpeting. 
Had they started that the whole mena- 
serie might have gone wild. 

When the storm had passed the circus 
attachés found about fifty children run- 
ning madly about the arena looking for 


their parents. The little ones were taken 
to one of the smaller tents where they 
were given ail the peanuts, popcorn, and 
other circus dainties to keep them quiet 
pending the arrival of thetr fathers or 
motners. Every child was returned to its 
guardian within an hour. 

It was announced that the performance 
that was to be given last night was off, 
as the arena was still several inches deep 
in water, and the‘tent was in need of over- 
hauling.

Newark last night a severe hailstorm, 
accompanied the wind at Caldwell, Vero- 
and Kssex Felis, N. J., and crops were 
seriously damaged. Lightning struck the 
steeple of Grach Church at Nutley, N. J., 
but did slight damage. Reports which 
reached Newark failed to show that any 
one had been seriously hurt in Essex 
County.

At the plant of the Nevins-Church Press

At the height of the storm a canoe was 
overturned by the wind in the Hacken- 
sack River, near Hackensack, and two 
persons were drowned. They were Fred- 
erick Webber, 21 years old, of 60 Van 
Cortlandt Avenue, Ridgewood, near Brook- 
lyn, and Miss Mary McGlynn, 18 years 
old, of 410 West Thirty-third Street, Man- 
hattan. There was a third person in the 
canoe, William F. Carrol of 927 Garden 
Street, Hoboken, but he managed to reach 
shore and sank to the beach exhausted. 
He was taken to his home in a hysterical] 
condition. P 

The accident occurred directly opposite 
the brick yards of the E. RN. Me rhof 
Company, at Little Ferry. Cartoll and 
Webber, members of the Anchor Athletic 
Club, left the boathouse at Little Ferry 
at about 2:30 o’clock, They were hurry- 
ing ahead of the storm when a gale of 
wind upset their canoe. The boat turned 
upside down. Webber got hold of his 
sweetheart with one hand, and with the 
other hund held the canoe, “Hold on, 
Fred, and I will get the other end of 
the boat,’’ said Carroll, as he swam away. 
When he turned around, after reaching 
the other end, he saw Webber and Miss 
McGlynn sink out of sight. He tried to 
get near them, but the storm was too 
much for him. 

The storm did a lot of damage at the 
Palisades Amusement Park. ig trees 
were blown over, and the electric lighting 
system was demoralized. The residence 
of &. E. Calloway in Hackensack was 
damaged by a tree falling against it. 

Two persons were drowned in the Pas- 
saic River. Just as the storm broke John 
Alp, 25 vears old, a baker, of Paterson, 
N. J., dived from a high float near Pat- 
erson and started to swim thegiver. He 
was seized with cramps and sank. Sev- 
oral bathers tried to save him, but could 
not, 

Margeret Ferris, 16 years old, also of 
Paterson, was bathing in the Passaic 
near ILittle Falls. Frightened by the 
storm she fainted in the water and was 
drowned, 

At Pelham Manor many trees were torn’ 
up by the wind. One of them fell across 
a team of horses owned by Rafferty 
Brothers of 157th Street and Riverside 
Drive, New York, and driven by Thomas 
Cronin, Both horses were killed and 
Cronin was stunned. He was hurled fro 
the wagon and lay uncons¢ious at the side 
of the road for three hours until he was 
discovered and taken into a house. 

Rye Beach, Y., a new building 
owned by Mrs. W. H. Hayes and not quite 
finished was blown down by the. wind. 
Three Italian laborers who had run into 
the building to escape the storm 
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died before aid could be given him. Heart 
failure due to fright, the doctor said. 


Fishing Smack Overturns. 


In the height of the storm Arthur W. 
Lott, Superintendent of Séagate, and 
Henry Eagle, one of his employes, cow- 
ering for shelter under ua shack near the 
seashore, saw a 4d-foot fishing smack 
overturn about 700 feet from shore, and 
four men gpilled from it. In the semi- 
darkness, illuminated by sudden flashes 
of lightning, they could see the four men 
struggling around in the seething water, 
but the smack itself, caught in the high 
seas, drifted swiftly outward and away. 

So high was the wind and so turbulent 
the sea that the two watchers were un- 
able to venture out to the rescue, They 
could only stand in the dafkness .and 
watch. Presently the men in the water 
were lost to view, and a little later the 
smack was blotted out in the darkness. 

It was fully half an hour later, when 
the seas had quieted a bit, that Lott and 
Eagle were able to draw up one of the 
rowboats used by the Seagate Summer 
colonists, and put out to the rescue. At 
the place where the smack had over- 
turned there was no trace of the men, but 
about a mile further out, in a sea still too 
high for them to approach, they saw the 
overturned smack rapidly drifting out to 
the ocean. ‘they were unable to go closer 
to discover more about the boat. 

Later they reported the matter to the 
Coney Isiand police, and Capt. Mike Gal- 
vin, with several policemen, put out in 
rowboats. They could not find the smack 
nor discover anything concerning the men. 

Capt. Galvin concluded that the four 
men had been fisherfolk cruising off 
Staten Isiand when the storm broke. He 
considered it improbable that they had 
been able to swim ashore unobserved by 
Lott and Eagle, as the beach at that point 
is quite open. 


Navy Yard Hard Hit, 


The costliest damage that was reported 
from the storm was at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, where the battleship Florida nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury. The $250,- 
000 crane Hercules on a float was moored 





near the battleship Connecticut, In the! 
midst of the storm the float on which the) 
crane stood broke loese from its moor-| 
ings and went drifting out to the sea| 
wall, the shock toppling it over into the) 
water. Sixteen men at work on the fioat/| 
jumped into the water to save their lives 
and none of them was hurt.

The quick deluge of water flooded the 
Broadway branch of the Subway from 
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157th Street to 168th Street, tying up traf- 
fic above 187th Street from 3:28 o'clock} 
to 4:28, when the serviceathrough was | 
resumed. But as late as 5:30 o'clock sev-| 
eral inches of water were on the roadbed 
of the tunnel. Buyers of tickets were told | 
that they could not travel above

The water rose, caused a 
short circuit, dimmed the lights, put the 
signals out of business, and automatically 
stopped the trains in the block affected. 

It is down hill from 157th Street to 168th 
Street, and the water ran as far as the 
latter station. Presently the tracks were 
blocked as far back as 137th Street and 
for several stations above 168th Street. 
The passengers were neryous on the 
blocked train, most of whose lights were 
dimmed, but no one was injured. The 
wait in the heated trains was irksome. 

Supt. Merritt and Trainmaster Hayes 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany happened to be on a northbound 
train that was stopped by the autamatic 
blocking system just south of the 157th 
Street Station. They walked to the sta- 
tion, turned ofr the current, and then al- 
lowed the train to run down to the sta- 
tion of its own momentum. These pas- 
sengers of this train got off, but many a 
hundred others had to spend an hour in 
heated and badly aired trains that were 
stuck. 

Supt. Merritt telephoned for a gang of 
workmen, who cleared away the débris 
that had collected over the manhole coy- 
ers, and thus succeeded in draining the 
water off enough to resume traffic within 
an heur. Water blew so fast into other 
parts of the Subway, chiefly through the 
ventilating gratings, that there were sev- 
eral inches of water on the track at many 
points, but traffic was not interfered 
with except at 157th Street.

Street Car Lines Delayed, 


At many points over Manhattan traffic 
on the surface lines was delayed by water 
fiooding the slots and by an occasional 
tree falling across the tracks. Brooklyn 
was the worst sufferer,.though the Bronx 
reported a few cases. 

Short as it was, the sixty-mile wind 
did excessive damage in tne city parks. 
Down in Battery Park, where great prep- 
arations had been made for the home- 
coming of Col. Roosevelt, the wind swept 
over a number of trees, ripped all the gay 
bunting and festooning off the reception 
stand, and threw down an emergency tent 
hospital that had been provided for the 


the morning. 

Two nurses and two men who were 
caught under the canvas fought their way 
out from it and ran across the park into 
a near-by office building for shelter. 

A number of windows in the Aquarium 
were smashed by the wind and the huge 
60-by-40-foot flag was torn off the Con- 
stitution flagpole at the water front.

Many people crossing the park from 
the ferryboats and pleasure eraft that 
had succeeded in getting to land were 
blown off their feet. The wind tere the 
baby out.of a woman’s arms just as she 
was about to enter the Subway and 
dropped it into a puddle of water, from 
which it was rescued by a man. 

Central Park had an extra large crowd 
of people in it when ‘the storm broke. 
Five minutes before the storm broke the 
sun was shining. When the downpour did 
come the ‘Arsenal Station was packed 
with people. 
refuge under the Transverse Arch, near 
Fifth Avenue and Sixty-fifth Street. They 
were almost-.instantly marooned, the water 
rising a foot and cutting them off on 
both sides.

They dragged penches under the arch 
and stood on them, but in a few’ min- 
utes it was above fheilr ankles even as 
they stood, They were rescued by Capt. 
Carson and several policemen, who, wad- 
ing into the water above their ‘knees, 
cleared the drift away from the manhole 
covers and allowed the water to drain 
away. 

Broken limbs and toppled trees were 
all ever the Park when the storm had 
passed. The first band concert of the 
season in Central Park, which was to 
have been conducted by Nahan Franko, 
had to be called off. 

Fallen trees, broken limbs, and thick 
mattings of fresh leaves were found in the 
Bronx Park, in Brooklyn’s Prospect Park, 
and in the smalier parks all over the city. 

The aged tree at Fifth Avenuc and 
Eighth Street, in front of the old Hotel 
Brevoort, blew down between two Eighth 
Street trolley cars. The branches struck 
the windows of both cars, breaking some 
of the window panes and scattering glass 
upon the crowded passengers. Thinking 
that something terrible had happened, 
they fled panic-stricken from the cars, 
rushing through the_rain to any shelter 
they could find. Traific was blocked on 
this line for an hour. The hulk of the old 
tree was cut in two and hauled in front of 
Lispenarg Stewart’s home at 6 [Fifth 
Avenue. 

All over the city occasional trees that 
adorn the streets were blown down. A 
big elm on Broadway, between Eightieth 
and Ejighty-first Streets. fell, its topmost 
branches sweeping ugainst a passing 
Broadway car. The passengers leaped to 
their feet in terror, but no damage was 
done beyond a few broken windows,

Mrs, Rudolph Stohr of 181 East Sev- 
enty-fifth Street had just got out of a 
rowboat and was trying to get up on the 
trestle. She was unable to pull herself 
up, and her companion, Rudolph Phoes- 
ter, of 207 Bast Thirteenth Street, could 
not assist her. Every minute or two the 
waves moved the boat against her, loos- 
ening her hold on the trestle, and making 
her slip back. 

The train was stopped and the police- 
men on board, assisted by the passengers, 
made ready to rescue the couple. Lieut. 
Wheelwright took a section’ of the bell 
rope from the train, jumped into the 
water, tied it around Mrs. Stohr’s waist, 
and thus she was hoisted on to the tres- 
tle ana taken aboard the train. 

The train had gone but a hundred feet 
further across the waters of Jamaica 
Bay when it came upon three more hang- 
ing,to the trestle.

Corps, made the rescues. They were in Pe- 
terson’ steam jaunch off Throge’s Neck 
when the storm broke. Two miles off 
shore the launch came upon a skiff on 
the point of sinking, and’ in which were 
Abraham Pakulsky of 843 Fox Street, 
the Bronx, and his brother. David. They 
were dragged aboard the launch just as 
the skiff sank. 

Cries were heard, and the launch 
steamed further into the Sound and came 
upon a rowboat in which were Mr. and 
Mrs. J. F. Tommasi of 58 Livingston Avy- 
enue, Yonkers, their 6-year-old daughter, 
Edna, and 10-year-old son, Lorenz. They 
were rescued. From another rowboat 
Abraham Fuchs of 2,414 Bathgate Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, was taken. All of the 
rescued ones were taken to the hotel of 
William Judge, at Throgg’s Neck. 

While they were being cared for the 
rescurs again steamed out into the Sound. 
From a skiff L. W. Cyrennius of 526 West 
15ist Street and his wife were taken just 
in time to save them from being drowned. 
Henry Bowers of 684 Cortlandt Avenue, 
the Bronx, was also rescued.

WIDESPREAD HAVOC

Crops in Many States Damaged 
by Heavy Hail and Many 
Shocked by Lightning. 


CHICAGO’S -HEAT WAVE ENDS 











Squalls Endanger Boats on Lake Mich- 
igan—Life Savers Rescue Women 
Adrift in a Motor Boat, 





ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 18.—A hail- 
Storm this morning passed over Cold 
Spring, in the town of Urbana, Steuben 
County, extending into Bradford, Grapes 
and other fruits are reported damaged. 

Frank Montepano, foreman of an Ital- 
ian gaug engaged on barge canal work 
near Vischer’s Ferry, was snocked to 
death by lightning. With twenty men 
he was under a culvert seeking shelter 
from the rain, when a bolt hit the ground 
near by, killing him instantly. None of 
the others was injured. 

Lightning hit a locust tree near the 
home of W. C. Springer, a farmer near 
Schenectady, followed a wire to his barn, 
killed two horses and injured a third. An- 
other horse in the same stable was unin- 
jured. 


SUNBURY, Penn., June 18.—A severe 
electrical storm, accompanied by hail, 
caused much damage throughout this sec- 
tion at noon to-day. Many hailstones 
were nearly as large as chicken eggs. 
Hundreds of windows and _= skylights 
throughout the town were broken, and 
early crops were practically ruined. 

At Greenville, Penn., T. H. Thompson 
was struck by a hailstone two inches in 
diametenand knocked unconscious. Much 
damage was doné to crops and window 
glass. A team in a funeral procession 


stampeded and threw the occupants out, 
but none were hurt. 


CHICAGO, June 18.—This city, which 
had sweltered in heat since Sunday, en- 
joyed a few minutes’ respite during a 
shower to-day. Previously the mercury 
had stood at 89. At the Weather Bureau 
the shower was diagnosed as purely lo- 
eal. For to-morrow the local Weather 
Bureau’s prediction is ‘slightly cooler.’’

The body when taken from the trunk 
proved to be that of @ man not more 
than 5 feet 6 inches in height, but rather 
stout. It was fully dressed in black 
clothes except that thé collar was miss- 
ing and the neckband of the shirt torn. 
The body had completely filled the trunk, 
It had been doubled up with the head 
thrust between the knees. There was an 
old blanket and two old faded, well-worn 
brown table cloths half wrapped about 
the body. The empty trays of the black 
jewelry box the dead man carried, 

eral small plush cases, which had con- 
tained rings, an da bunch of keys, which 
had belonged to the dead man, were 
found in the trunk. 

There was nothing tn the dead man’s 
pockets, but as the body was put on the 
floor a piece of paper, which proved the 
first clue, fell out. It was a bill of sale 
on tho top of which was printed the firm 
name of Julius Weinberg and Isador 
Sachs. The paper was a receipt showing 
that Pietro Lombardi of 178 Christie 
Street had paid Moses Sachs $20 on ac- 
count for the purchase of jewelry amount- 
ing to S80. There was nothing to show 
how the dead man had been killed, and 
the blood on the face gave the impres- 
sion at first that he had been shot, 

Inspector Russell gathered up all the 
clues and started a dozen detectives 
scurrving every direction. Two de- 
tectives went to the jewelry store of 
Weinberg at 180 East Houston Street, 
and when Weinberg reached the station 
he took one glance at the body and 
recognized it as the old jewelry peddler. 
‘he body lay in the station until after 
2 o'clock, Coroner Holzhauser not putting 
in- an appearance. It was finally taken 
to the morgue, where at 5 o’clock Cor- 
oner’s physician’ Weston performed an 
autopsy.

There was a discoloration about the 
neck, which, he said, had probably been 
caused by a powerful man’s hands.

The intensely con- 
gested condition of the lungs, he said, in- 
dicated that death was due to suffoca- 
tion.

The grocer said he had balked at the 
price, and Sachs suggested that they 
might sell him a cheaper pair. Sachs, his 
two sons, and Liebenthal, the latter said, 
all went to Lombardi’s place and sold the 
earrings. 

It was the receipt for these that was 
later found in the trunk along with the 
dead peddiler. He said Sachs had left his 
jewelry case at Rothmann’s when he went 
to the grocery and returned there and got 
it again after the sale. Getting his jewelry 
at Rothmann’s, Sachs left his companions 
and went to the butcher shop on Bast 
Twenty-ninth Street alone. That was the 
last any of his friends saw him alive. 

Harry Sachs, who with. his brother, 
Abraham, keeps a jewelry store at 1,936 
Third Avenue, went to the station’ and 
told the detectives that Gregiana, the 
Twenty-ninth Street butcher, came into 
his store Friday afternoon betwecn 5 and 
6 o'clock with a diamond and an order 
from his father to put the stone in a 
fourteen-carat setting. While he was at 
work on the stone he said his mother tele- 
phoned the store asking if he had seen 
anything of his father. He said Gregi- 
ani was still in the store, and, turning 
to him he put the questron his mother 
had just asked to him. Gregiani. he said, 
replied that Mr. Sachs had left his putche 
er shop ‘“‘ about 12 or 1 o'clock, or shortly 
after dinner.’’

Then party passion ren higher than 
for a quarter of 4 century, and in 
society families and friends were 
divided by the conflict over the House 
of Lords as bitterly as over the Home 
Rule question in 1886. 

Now a new spirit reigns and not a 
word of rancor or even spirit is heard. 
The increase in John Burns’s salary 

from $10,000 to $25,000 was passed 
| with equal acclaim by the Tory and 
Liberal benches. Only a few of the 
labor men and the extreme economists 
opposed it. 

The Government is passing its bills at 
breakneck pace, always avoiding pro- 
posing any but non-controversial meas- 
ures, and the House of Commons keeps 
reasonable hours for the first time for 
half a century, rising in time for 
dinner. 

Conjectures, rumors, and attitude of 
mind change with every hour. First, 
the impression is universal that the 
conference is bound to end rapidly ina 
hopeless disagreement. This is fol- 
lowed by a strongly sanguine feeling 
that peace is almost within sight. 

Premier Asquith was at first sup- 
posed to be giving merely lip-service to 
the country’s and the King’s demand 
for a truce, and A. J. Balfour, the Op- 
position leader, was equally credited 
with going to the conference with his 
tongue in his cheek, resolved to give 
nothing whatever away, even in the 
Constitution of the House of Lords.

Metchnikoff has shown that 
they may be introduced into it by lit- 
tle worms, such as_ trycocephaliae, 
which have thread-like extremities, en- 
abling them to pass through the most 
minute orifice. 
. “Experiments in the reproduction of 
appendicitis in the chimpanzee by di- 
rect inoculation have resulted affirma- 
tively only when the microbes were 
taken from an exceedingly virulent 
case. The most virulent case which I 
have observed was caused, apart from 
the ordinary microbes of the intestines, 
by four rather rare species of microbes 
which exist independently of air. 
These, inoculated beneath the skin of 
a mouse or guinea pig, produced gan- 
grene, killing the animal in a very brief 
space of time; but the experiments 
could not be continued because in the 
culture tubes the microbes lost thelr 
virulence. 

“The only cause of appendicitis, 
then, is the chance penetration of the 
intestinal microbe§ into the appendix, 
and it is quickly fatal only when these 
microbes are specially virulent.

FLEETS TO GO TO CRETE. 
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Four Protecting Powers Have Decided 
to Send Naval Forces to the Island.

A Famous Art Treasure Coming to America.

LONDON, June 10.—Another of the su- 
preme art treasures of the world has been 
lost to Europe and has gone to the 
United States. Its Joss has recently been 
made generally known here, and it will, 
as one of the London papers says, be de- 
plored even by those who knew the work 
only by reputation and who have never 
set eyes upon it. 

The treasure is known as the “ Ros- 
pigliosi Cup,”’ although it is not actually 
a cup, but a large standing salt-cellar. 
This wonderful piece, which was _ for 
many generations in the possession of the 
Rospigliosi family of Italy, for one of 
whose members it was probably wrought 
by Benvenuto Cellini, some years ago 

assed into the hands of Charles Wert- 
1eimer, who has now sold it to an Ameri- 
can collector. 

The actual purchase price is not known, 
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but fit is no secret that some years ago 
Mr. Wertheimer had valued it at a sum 
in the neighbornood of £100,000, and had 
refused some very tempting offers for it. 
Strangely enough, this marvelous object, 
the value of which would, one might 
think, be obvious even to the most inex- 
erienced, occupied the centre of the cab- 
net in Mn Wertheimer’s study, which, 
three years or so ago, was rifled by burg- 
lars, who were considerate enough to con- 
tent themselves with miniatures, snuff- 
boxes, and pictures by Gainsborough and 
Revnolds. 

The cup, which stands eight inches high, 
is of solid gold, decorated with rich en- 
amel of unrivaled perfection in workman- 
ship. The actual bowl for holding the 
salt has the shape of a large shell, pol- 
ished inside, and decorated on the out- 
side with ribs of dark and light blue, red 
and green enameled ornament.

—Army Men Now Interested.

PARIS, June 18.—The growth of the 
air pilot’s profession in France is re- 
markable. There are already about 125 
full-graded aviators possessing licenses 
issued by the Aero Club of France, 

The French Army is keeping well 
abreast of the development of aviation, 
in marked contrast with its indfffer- 
ence and inaction a few months ago. 
This is probably due to the conversion 
Gen. Brun, the Minister of War, 
since the exhilarating flight in an aete, 
plane which he took at the Chalons 
camp last month. 

Lhe Government assigns two officers 
to cvery military aeroplane which it has 
acquired, one to steer the machine and 
the other to make observations, as the 
chief use of aviation in warfare is held 
to be the spying out of the land and of 
the enemy’s positions.

Picture in the mind’s eye a mass of 
human beings in the most exquisite 
sylvan surroundings, and in glorious 
Summer sunshine men in‘: black suits 
and gloves with mourning bands on 
their hats, women in unrelieved black— 
and it is easy to realize that the effect 
was incongruous to the last degree. 

On Cup Day, Thursday, the attend- 
ance was very large. The view from | 
the stand never looked, more beautiful, 
with changing lights and shadows on 
the heath and with its background of 
wooded hills shrouded in purple mists; 
but gloom was over the meeting and no 
cheers greeted the winners of the races.

Make Princess Clementina His 
Bride at Turin This Month.

ROMB, June 8.—The news that the 
marriage of Prince Victor Napoleon, the 
Bonaparte pretender: to the throne of 
France, and Princess Clementina, the 
only unmarried daughter of the late King 
of the Belgians, will take place in Turin 
some time this month, aroused much com- 
ment all over the peninsula, but especial- 
ly in the ancient capital of Piedmont. The 


Princess Clementina. has been stopping 
for some time with Princess Clotilde, 
Prince Victor’s mother, at the Castle of 
Moncalieri, just out of Turin. 

Until recently the situation at this town 
forcibly reminded one of opera bouffe, and 
it is remarkable that the theme has 
never been used. Here lived Prineess 
Letizia, sister of the Bonaparte pretender, 
and cousin of the King of Italy, and here 
also resided the Duchess d’Aosta, sister 
of the Orleans pretender, and also cousin, 
through her husband, of the King. To 
them came from time to time the two pre- 
tenders on visits, and thus met in the 
intimacy of family ties, drinking toasts 
to each other and apparently on the best 
of terms, while their supporters glared 
and sparred in secret. 

Between them stood King Victor Him- 
manuel, always cordial, always the same, 
extending the same hospitality to both, 
but disliking the situation intensely.

‘And Former Champion Will Be 


on Hand to Report It for The 
New York Times. 








ANALYZES THE TWO MEN 





Johnson’s Honors Cheaply Won and 
Jeffries Long Out of the Game— 
Has Picked No Winner. 





Special to The New York Times. 

SEATTLE, June 18.—‘‘ Well, I see your 
neighbor Gov. Gillett has put the kibosh 
on things down in Frisco,” said John L. 
Sullivan, as he stepped off the train here 
this afternoon. ‘‘ Too bad, but it won’t 
make any difference. The fight will be 
held and I'll be there. I don’t care where 
they hold it. The only thing about it that 
I don’t like is that it might make the 
fighters nervous, and that might affect 
their condition. 

“This move of the authorities on the 
Kaufman-Langford bout to-day indicates 
how the wind is blowing in Frisco. Jeff 
and Johnson won't fight there; that seems 
certain. Somebody got to this Governor 
and he has caused a lot of people outside 
the fighters trouble that could have been 
avoided.’’ ‘ 

To Sullivan the situation does not corne 
as such a shock as to the rest of us. 
His many experiences with both his own 
battles and others of championship calibre 
have rather prepared’ him to expect 
trouble whenever a big bout is in the air. 
He has been so accustomed to having his 
own encounters interfered with that if 
trouble of some sort had not developed 
in this instance he would have been as 
much surprised as pleased. What has 
perturbed the big fellow more than any- 
thing else is the changing attitude Gov. 
Gillett has shown. Turning to the only 
newspaper man in the party, Sullivan 
said: 

“You know, Harry, this fellow Gillett 
told you in New York, about six weeks 
ago, that he had no intention of interfer- 
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man with sufficient ability to even 
a showing against him. 

“When Jeffries retired five years : 
he hadn't the remotest idea that he wo 
ever fight again. He said he would no 
and he meant it at the time, but when 
he came out a year or so ago and bid for 
public patronage at the rate of $2,000 a 
week, the ever-willing public demanded 
to see something more than a -farcical 
sparring match and mediocre training 
stunts. It did not like the idea of paying 
high prices to see an active ex-champion 
who didn’t want to do anything else than 
merely show himself. It was willing to 
give in proportion to the actual condi- 
tions, but when his theatrical managers 
raised prices of admission the public said, 
‘Let him do something for it and we will 
pay cheerfully enough. Let him fight this 
fellow Johnson, who is the champion by 
virtue of his being able to give the punch 
that settles ‘things and who doesn’t ask 
from us nearly what Jeffries does, and 
we'll root for the white man.’ 

‘So Jeffries was forced to take up the 
disagreeable grind of preparation for a 
race he never {intended should be run. 
Not because he has any fear. I don’t be- 
lieve he’s afraid of any living man, but 
he has the utmost contempt for Johnson, 
not because he is a negro, but because of 
his ambition and because he presumes to 
believe in his physical and pugilistic su- 
periority over the king who ruled so com- 
pletely and so long. 


Jeffries Shows Assiduity. 


‘‘The match is made and the mob takes 
sides. Those for Jeffries say he will up- 
set a tradition which has prevailed solely 
through supersition, that a retired fighter 
never came back. He will do this thing, 
they say, because he is the exceptional 
fighter. He hasn't exhausted his vitality 
in dissipation. He has lived the average 
life; true, he has enjoyed that life in his 
peculiar way, and he has indulged in the 
proscribed things, but he has done none 
of these to death, and look how assidu- 
ously he has turned to the business In 
hand when the task was put up to him 
and he realized that it was necessary to 
buckle down. Because of this, and be- 
cause of his other attributes he is in- 


stalled as the favorite in the coming bat- 
tle on July 4. 
‘‘The only tangible thing the other 
rartisans base their contentions on is the 
tact that Jeff has been out of the game 
too long, and this, in their opinion, should 
affect his judgment of distance, a vital 
thing {n the ring, This would be sutti- 
ecient, in the ordinary course of things, 
to put Jeff out of the running, but his 
admirers say he discounted all the obsta- 
when he started in to buckle down.

The turn of a year has again brought 
the intercollegiate rowing regatta at 
Poughkeepsie to be the prime sporting 
event of the moment. Gathered along 
tne banks of the Hudson River are near- 
ly 150 oarsmen, waiting for the starter’s 
gun which will send them on their way 
Saturday afternoon to establish another 
chapter of collegiate rowing. Columbia, 
Cornell, Pennsylvania, Syracuse, and Wis- 
consin will be the participants, the only 
absentee of last season being the George- 
town eight. What the outcome will be 
is the important question which is agitat- 
ing the supporters of the five colleges, 
and for any one to predict with a degree 
of confidence would be the utmost folly. 

Rowing holds too many uncertainties 
to make the wise other than wary. The 
indisposition of a man on race day may 
absolutely destroy his crew’s chance of 
victory, and then form, taken as a basis 
of comparison, may be the greatest of 
errors, for there may come to light a 
case such as that of Syracuse the first 
time the ‘Varsity eight of that college 
rowed to victory over the Poughkeepsie- 
Highland course. Then the wearers of 
the Orange were the poorest crew on the 
river with respect to form, but the vic- 


tory was theirs, and it came as a result 
of strength rather than any other one 
thing. 

Perhaps it would seem rather trite to 
Say that this year the race holds every 
hen pee of being one of the best and 
nardest fought that has been rowed in 
some time. Yet such is the case, and 
those who are in a position best to judge 
from their knowledge of intercollegiate 
rowing place the responsibility of such a 
~ace with the crews of Columbia and 
Cornell. They place Syracuse as strong, 
but not able to hold the other two com- 
binations. 

Perhaps such a prognostication savors 
of judging on the basis of the past three 
regattas when Columbia was second once 
to Syracuse and twice to Cornell. Still, 
even the person almost unfamilitr with 
collegiate oarsmanship could not help but 
say that the New Yorkers and the men 
from Ithaca had decidedly the best ap- 
pearance of the crews gathered at the 
course. Syracuse is ragged, Pennsylvania 
lacks in many points, and Wisconsin has 
none of the earmarks of a winning com- 
j ion. 

"Heeuver, the charm of intercollegiate 
rowing is its uncertainty, and there may 
be an upset in calculation that will amaze 
those who have followed the game all 
eir lives. 
Phe-one absolute certainty, however, is 
that the day when Cornell can look to a 
clean sweep of the river has_ passed. 
‘There was a time when the Ithacans 
could look confidently to capturing the 
races with comparative ease, when the 
other crews were backed because of the 
loyalty of their supporters rather than 
from any other motive, but now Courtney 
is pushed to develop his best oarsmen, Or 
else run a decided chance of seeing some 
rival crew flash across the finish line 
of his boys. 

Wibvaonse was the first to prove a thorn 
in the Cornell wreath of victory, and 
since that first time in 1904,-when Syra- 
cuse men won their initial victory on 
the course, the veteran coach of Corneil, 
Charles Courtney, has had a well estab- 
lished fear of Jim Ten ~es men, and 
since Jim Rice took a hand with ths 
Columbia crews the danger zone has wid- 
ened to include the Blue and White pou 
binations. So it is that Columbia, Cornell, 
and Syracuse are rated as the probable 
contenders for the championship of the 
Hudson for this year. Pennsylvania hal 
a winning streak that might be likened in 
a small degree to Cornell’s in 1899 and 
1900, but since that time the Quakers 
have been absolutely out of the running 
with the exception of 1906 when they came 
second to Cornell. The career of Wis- 
consin on the Hudson has not been any- 
thing remarkable, and there seems to be 
little indication for a change this year. 

Just to show what Cornell has done on 
the Hudson it might be stated that out 
of fourteen years of racing, which began 
in 1895. Cornell has been the victor nine 
times in the "Varsity event. Pennsy!- 
vania and Syracuse have won two vic- 
tories each, and to Columbia has gone the 
credit of one 'Varsity race. In_ the unl- 
versity fours Cornell has crossed the line 
in first position five times. Syracuse has 
won four races and Pennsylvania two. 
The freshman race also showed Cornell 
the leader with a total of eight, Wiscon- 
sin and Syracuse have won twice each. 
and Pennsylvania once. In view of this 
ft is no wonder that the Courtney pupils 
are hailed as the best of oarsmen. 

For three years the runner up in the 
‘Varsity event, the Morningside colleg- 
fans, are confident that their eight will 
prove the best in the ’Varsity event this 
season. And this does not seem like too 
confident an opinion in view of what the 


Stood out almost as prominently as when 
the Cambridge men lost in a mile and 
seven-eighths event_by seven lengths. 

Since arriving at Poughkeepsie the Cor- 
nell men have not had many spins over 
the four-mile course for time trials, but 
the work has been hard nevertheless.

four Boats Fail to Finish. 





Broken masts, split sails, smashed cab- 
ins, and crews drenched to the skin were 
some of the incidents yesterday that 
marked one of the most exciting and 
plucky races that was ever sailed on 
Long Island Sound. 

It was the annual Spring race of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club, in which sixty- 
two yachts crossed the starting line in 
such a light breeze from the southwest 
that some had barely steerage way. Two 
hours later the big fleet was struck by a 
big black squall that had been gathering 
in the north. The wind, in less than five 
minutes, was blowing fully fifty miles 
an huur, whipping the waters of the Sound 
into white caps, and knocking the yachts 
down on their beam ends when it first 
hit them. 

Then followed such an exhibition of sail 
carrying as has seldom been seen in a 
yacht race. Some of the smaller yachts 
were unable to recover and had to lower 
away their mainsalls and either run before 
the squall or “lay to” until it was over, 
but the larger yachts, such as the 65 foot- 
ers Aurora, Istalena, and Winsome, with 
club topsails aloft, carried right through 
the squall, which lasted some forty min- 
utes. 


The Istalena was steered by her owner, 
George M. Pynchon, the Aurora by Will- 
fam Butler Duncan, Jr., and the Winsome 
by her owner, Henry F. Lippitt of Provi- 
dence. They had started almost on even 
terms at 12 o’clock, and they had com- 
pleted one round of the 15%4-mile course, 
with the Aurbéra ieading the Istalena by 
less than a minute at the home mark, the 
Winsome being third, when the sky in 
the north began to look threatening. 

These three had rounded the eastern 
mark, a dory in the middle of the Sound 
off Port Chester, and were on a reach 
across the Sound to the next mark— 


Mott’s Point in Hempstead Bay, when 
the squall struck them. For a time it 
seemed as if sail must be taken in to 
save the spars, but by skillful luffing 
and easing of sheets all three of the big 
ers were kept going and came out of 

t without parting anything. The Ista- 
lena woa by 2:10 from the America. 

The Class P sloop Windward, owned and 
sailed by R.“A. Monks, was not so lucky, 
however. While she was approaching 
the home mark off Larchmont on the first 
round of the  five-and-a-quarter-mile 
course, and just to leeward of Commodore 
Leonard Richards’s flagship, the Carola, 
her mast went by the board. It snapped 
off about five feet above the deck, while 
her starboard rail was buried under water 
in e hardest of the squall. 

All the top hamper came down on the 
cabin, making a™wreck of the yacht in a 
momeat, but luckily hurting none of the 
crew. She was towed into the harbor by 
one of the club launches. Another launch 
picked up the little Iney, the winner of 
the “bug” class. There were other crip- 
ples with split sails, including the Keno- 
sha and the Houri, both of which had 
their jibs split. In all twenty-four yachts 
as a result of the squall failed to finish. 

The start wes made in as fine weather 
az could be wished. Commodore Rich- 
ards’s steam yacht Carola, at anchor off 
tne breakwater at Larchmont, marked 
one end of the starting line. From her 
bridge the Regatta Committee—Charles 
P. Trower and Edgar B. Carroli—gave 
the signals that started the big fleet on 
their way to the eastward on the first 
legs of their various courses. It wags a 
reach to the first mark, another refch 
to the second, in Hempstead Bay, anil a 
reach to the home mark for the first 
round. The squall made it a close fetch 
for the latter half of the’race. 

A feature of the day was the remark- 
able sailing of the new Herreshoff sloop 
Shimna by Addison Hanan. She had for 
her adversary Harry L. Maxwell’s Aveng- 
ér, which she defeated by 10 minutes 19 
seconds in sailing over the twenty-three- 
mile course. Her club topsail was taken 
in during the squall. The Adventuress 
defeated [Irondequoit 1 minute and 44 
seconds, and the thirty-footer Nepsi won 
from the Phryne by 2 minutes and 17 
seconds.

Hughes 
had brought to the task of governing 
no new theories, but ideas so old-fash- 
ioned that they had aimost lapsed into 
oblivion and disuse. 

Like all public officials he took an 
oath of office before he entered upon 
his official duties. In the first place, 
unlike some, he took this-seriously and 
quite Mterally, according to the text, 
and he made his oath of office as em- 
phatic as the formula would permit and 
exceptionally clear enunciation of the 
binding words could make it. 

In the second place, he took seriously, 
too, the well-nigh discarded theory that 
the legislative department and the Ex- 
ecutive are distinct and separate 
branches of government, eath with 
sharply defined spheres ef duty and 
activity which the other must not in- 
vade. 

All this had been foreshadowed in the 
Governor’s inaugural address and in 
,somme public utterances of his in the 
first days after he took office. But it 
was made clear beyond the possibility 
of misunderstanding, the course the 
Governor intended to pursue with ref- 
erence to his official duties, in an in- 
terview given to the newspaper corre- 
spondents after the Legislature had 
been organized for the session of 1907. 
, At this interview the lid came off with 
a bang. 

In the meantime the Governor’s mes- 
sage had been sent to the Legislature. 
It was replete with recommendations 
for reforms, some of these of an almost 
revolutionary nature. It was this mes- 
sage which urged the passage of the 
public utilities law, which since has 
been written into the statutes of this 
State, and it also gave the first hint 
that the Governor was intent upon the 
introduction of the Massachusetts bal- 
lot and on drastic primary reforms. At 
that time the direct nominations agi- 
tation had not begun. 

The message had been received with 
sullen anger by the “Old Guard” ele- 
ment in the Senate, consisting of sur- 
vivors from the “ Black Horse Cav- 
alry ’’ days.

‘I felt that I could not con- 
sistently take any part in or assume 
any responsibility for what the legis- 
lative leaders do. I want the Legislat- 
ure to feel the same responsibility that 
I do. My duties are clearly defimed in 
the Constitution. I will attend to them 
as I see them, and I expect each house 
of the Legislature to do the same.” 

Even the hardened newspaper men 
were moved to surprise by this declara- 
tion. It was a most unusual thing for 
a Governor not to take a hand in the 
organization of the Legislature. Even 
Roosevelt had consulted the leaders of 
his party both in and out of the Legis- 
lature before he framed a message, be- 
fore he defined his attitude on any im- 
portant measure, and in turn had been 
consulted by them before the Legislat- 
ure was organized and the important 
committees manned. 

Gov. Hughes did not consult any of 
the leaders, and it was his own ideas 
pure and simple that went into his 
first message. 

Somebody suggested that the com- 
mittee designations were all wrong, and 
that the legislative cards had been 
stocked against the Hughes legislative 
programme. The Governor did: not 
smile. He laughed outright. 

“Well,” he said. ‘‘Now I want my 
position to be perfectly clear. I want 
the people’s confidencé, and I am going 
to try hard to deserve it. I do not wish

“I am a Republican. I have been a 
Republican ever since I reached voting 
age. Of course I am not a political 
expert. Anything that I can legitimate- 
ly do to promote the interests of my 
party, however, I shall do gladly, even 
eagerly.

Got was Booth’s host in Paris, and his 
account of Booth’s conversation shows 
that-at that time, whatever Booth may 
have,told the Surratts and Arnold and 
Harrold, he was already planning to 
play the part of Brutus. The kidnap- 
ping conspiracy, if he ever seriously 
considered it, had given way to one of 
assassination. 

Says M. Got: 

“April 30, 1865—The assassination of 
President. Lincoln—a few days after the 
taking of Richmond which probably 
ended, with a victory for the Northern 
States, the interminable War of Seces- 
sion—and I knew the principal actor.

The Governor followed him and the 
door was closed. What happened no- 
body knows except the Governor, for 
Raines is dead. But the majority lead- 
er came up to the Senate Chamber with 
a very pleased expression on his face. 

“Yes, I had a talk with the Govern- 
or,”’ said Senator Raines to some inquis— 
itive newspaper correspondents when 
he returned. ‘*‘ We talked man-fashion 
to each other. Now the Governor 
knows where I stand and I know what 
he wants. There won’t be any trouble 
about passing the Public Utilities bill. 
We will make it a caucus matter.” 

Both houses caucused on the bill the] 
very next week, and it passed both 
branches of the Legislature with an 
overwhelming vote in its favor. Chair- 
man Woodruff even felt it incumbent 
upon him to call together the Republic- 
an State Committee to pass resoluttons 
favoring the measure and tthe rest of 
the Governor’s reform programme. 

Every one of his important recom- 
mendations were carried through at 
that first session. The Governor, start- 
ing out with a Legislature absolutely 
dominated by the bosses, finished with 
the Legislature that had become an 
effective even though reluctant ad- 
junct. 

To be sure there was an extraordi- 
nary session after that with the Legis- 
lature held in a deadlock for some 
weeks through the instrumentality of 
Speaker Wadsworth and his leuten- 
ants in the Assembly, who opposed the 
Governor’s ‘‘mathematical” reappor- 
tionment of the Senate districts in the 
State after the existing reapportion- 
ment had been declared unconstitution- 
al by the Court of Appeals, Speaker 
Wadsworth was holding out for a ger- 
rymander in his own home district for 
the particular advantage of the Wads- 
worth machine which for years had 
been engaged in a bitter contest there 
with the forces supporting State Su- 
perintendent of Public Works Frederick 
G, Stevens, Wadsworth was finally 
compelled to give up the fight.

The belief per- 
sisted throughout the ages. Most persons 
still, hold to it.

It 
is @ common thing to read in newspapers 
of persons who have celebrated their one 
hundred and fourth or one hundred and 
tenth birthday. 

But such claims no. longer go without 
question. Dr. Woods Hutchinson ques- 
tions them. Prof. Starr of the University 
of Chicago questions them. Dr. Cressy

“Dr. Hutchinson says :2e centenarian is 
a4 myth. Prof. Starr says Methuselah did 
not have the’ truth in him. Dr. Wilbur 
doubts almost all centenarians in general, 
and challenges the stateménts of the late 
Noah Raby in particular. He says Raby, 
who Gied in a Jersey poorhouse a few 
years ago, never lived to be 131 years old 
or anything like it. . 

He has made a study of the Raby case. 
He has found it full of flaws. He has 
found that Raby did not serve in the navy 
as long ago as he said he did. Raby 
said he entered the navy when it was or- 
ganized and served until 1809. The records 
show that he served on the Constitution 
in 1839. They do not show when he was 
discharged. 

But on the basis of incomplete data Dr. 
Wilbur concedes that Raby at the time 
of his death might have been 92 years 
and 11 months old. Raby, he declares, 
exaggerated his age to the extent of 3@ 
years. 

Dr. Hutchinsen has made an exhaustive 
study of centenarianism. He has exam- 
ined every great claim in history. He 
has personally examined many claims re- 
ported in newspapers. He has tried to 
by means of correspondence, 
many other claims reported in news- 
papers.

Ac- 
cording to general belief, fhe elephant 
lives to be 300 years old. ‘But think a 
moment. How did any one ever learn 
that any elephant lived to be so old? 
Was an elephant, born in captivity, ever 
No. The longest 
that any elephant ever lived in. captivity 
was sixty years. Elephants that are born 
in captivity do not, as a matter of faet, 
live long.» Elephants are usually caught 
wild. No one ever brought from the 
jungle the date of a captive elephant’s 
birth. The catcher, or whoever wants to, 
can only “estimate ’’ that the captive is 
250 years old. If the elephant survives 
thirty years of captivity it is, at its death, 
officially declared to be 280 years old. 

It is the same way with turtles and 
eagles. Turtles are supposed to live to 
be 300 years old. Eagles are said to 
have no difficulty in rounding the cen- 
tury mark. But nobody ever ‘sat beside 
a turtle and saw it live to be 300. Nor 





did anybody ever watch an eagle until it 
became 100. 

All animal ages, said‘ Dr. Hutchinson, 
are largely matters of guesswork. They | 
can be nothing else, because wild ani- | 
mals cannot be observed while they are 
wild, and captive animals are compelled 
to live under such unnatural conditions 
that their lives are cut As#hort.

battleground. Mounted gendarmes accom- 
panied them. 

Suddenly, and without a moment's 
warning, brigands surrounded them and 
fired upon the gendarmes, killing all of 
them with one exception, and rendering 
the other unarmed mengbers of the party 
powerless to offer any material resistance. 

The captives were hurriedly placéd upon 
horses and the queerly assotted party 
moved forward toward Mount Pentilicus. 
All the women were in a state of terror 
and gave the band no little trouble, hin- 
cering it from progressing as rapidly as 
was desired by the leader.

cluding the leader, were to go scot-free 
and not be prosecuted by the Government. 

Arvautaki hurried the others into the 
interior. Upon reaching the city. Lord 
Muncaster told the story,-the news of 
which spread like wildfire. It stirred 
Athens into righteous indignation. Im- 
mediately Lord Muncaster began to make 
efforts to secure the money as he had 
given his word to do. 


The Greek Government, however, evi 
denced a desire to take the entire matter 
into. its own hands and have the soldiers 
give pursuit to the band and capture it 
if possible. Some days elapsed, and Ar- 
vautaki, having been-informed of the in- 
tention of the authorities, sent word to 


the effect that if the. soldiers were put 
upon the chase to try and effect his cap- 
ture, and if an actual clash came, the 
captives would pay for the action with 
their lives. 
to the warning, 


no troops be sent. 

Occasionally word came from those 
held in bondage, for they were given per- 
mission to correspond with relatives and 
friends both in Athens and England. 
Some of the letters received were most 
pathetic, pleading for ransom and say- 
ing that while they were being treated 
fairly they .were enduring great priva- 
tions and being continually hurried from 
point to point in the mountains, suffer- 
ing from a meagre supply of food and 
lack of shelter. 

Furthermore, they said that it was their 
firm belief that if troops were sent and 
a meeting between them and the bandits 
resulted, they (the captives) would bt 
killed. The uncertainty of it all was 
deeply distressing to friends and retatives 
of those concerned. \Bulletins were posted 
daily at the Government House giving the 
latest news of the affair. 

The troops were finally ordered out 
and the pursuit began, while the populace 
waited with no little anxiety for the out- 
come. At Lividia and Thebes the soldiers 
almost cornered Arvautaki, but no actual 
conflict resulted, and the captives’ Lives 
were spared for a time. 

Although it is a slight digression from 
the story, one of the most touching inci- 
dents of the whole affair was, the com- 
panionship that. sprang up between Vy- 
ner and Chief Arvautaki. Both were 
athletes, and if anything appeals to the 
heart of a a 95 jt is ability in feats-of 
strength or Physical cleverness.

The soldiers came suddenly upon the 
party in a rocky pass. The fight began | 
in deadly earnest, and resulted in the 
death of seven members of the band, in- 
cluding-Arvautaki. True to the warning, | 
when the soldiers opened fire the captives | 
were murdered’ at once—the bodies of | 
Vyner, Count de Boyl, the Rev. Mr. Lloyd, 
and Mr. Herbert being found later lying | 
close to one another. | 


Five of the brigands were taken alive | 
and afterward hanged, but the others | 
escaped into~Thessaly, and thence over 
the, border into Turkey and were safe 
from pursuit or extradition. 


The tender feeling that Arvautaki bore 
young Vyner was subsequently brought to 
the knowledge of the public, when in an 
interview with one of the captured bana 
in prison he stated that when the firing | 
began Arvautaki called out to Vyner in 
Greek : “Lie flat on your back and save 
yourself!’’ But Vyner evidently did not 
hear him, or misunderstood, (although he 
had a speaking knowledge of the lan- 
guage.) He faWed to carry out the in- 
structions, and consequently met the sante 
fate as his companions. 


Thus ended one of the most deplorable 
incidents in the history of Grecian pbrt- 
gandage, but one which was instrumental 
in bringing the Government of that little 
power to its senses and forced it to use 
every effort to establish law and order.

Nor does Dr. Hutchinson know why_s 
few human beings live into the eighties 
and the nineties, whilé the great majority 
are either dead or almost worn out bee 
fore they reach 75. He has not much coh: 
fidence in the claim of the centenarian 
that his great age is attributable to his 
temperate habits and abstemious life. 

*““It is very easy,”’ he said, “ for an old 
man to forget and to believe he has al- 
ways lived as he is now living. When one 
reaches great age his appetite naturally 
falls off,,and a little food will satisfy*his 
hunger. If he is then asked how he hap- 
pened to live to be so old he is quité- like- 
ly to reply that he has always taken the 
best of care of himself. 

“It seems probable to me that none of 
those who have lived to be. very old ever 
took better. care of himself than the aver- 
agé man takes. They have simply for- 
gotten the things they used to de when 
they were young or in their prime. Yn 
fact, it has been proved in the cases of 
some extremely old persons that they 
drank to excess, smoked, and did about 
everything else that might have been ex- 
pected to cut short their lives.” 

“What, then, is the recipe for old 
age? ”’ 

‘““I don’t know that there is any recipe. 
Of course, it stands to reason that rea- 
sonable care of one’s health must neces- 
sarily prolong the period during which 
health is gogd. It is also obviously true 


| that disregard of the laws of health’ may 
|cut short life. 


But it sométimes seems 
to me as if every human being is given 
at birth’ a cértajn amount of vitality— 
wound up for a certain-number of years, 
so to speak—and that at#the expiration of 
his time he dies.’’ 

Nobody will quarrel with Dr. Hutchin- 
son on account ‘of his disbelief in the 
claims of aillegeq centenarians. But he 
will have few foilowers in his—attitude 
toward the desirability of living long. He 
believes that another of the great myths 
is the pleasure of being old. Cornaro said 
that the happiest days of his life came 
to him after he had passed 80; hagdly a 
man or woman would not gladly live to-be 
100 if he could; yet Dr. Hutchinson 
says he believes there is no joy in ex--. 
tremely old age. Old age, in his opinion, 
at its best is only a matter of living 
without pleasure or pain, while at. its 
worst it is little but pain. 

As Dr. Hut¢hinson views Hfe, man was 
put here, to reproduce his kind, care for 
his offspring until they are able to care 
for themselves; do a certain amount of

period of life. If that is the best thing, 
we are getting im It is doubtful if all 
that modern science has done has added 
a day to the lives of the old, but it has 
helped millions to get to 50. In doing so 
it.has caused us to reverse our estimates 
of the relative vitality of men and woe 
men. Ig is only a few years ago that no 
life insurance company would issue a pol- 
icy on the life of a woman. Then wo- 
man was given the right to carry insur- 
ance, under certain limited restrictions, 
provided her husband were also insured. 
Eventually the requirement about her 
husband was dropped, and finally. al] the 
restrictions were dropped. A woman. at 
any time of life, and under any condi- 
tions, can now get insurance on the same 
terms that she could if she were a man. 
All companies have not let down the 
bars against her, but some companies 
have. 

Nor is this strange. The returns from 
the census of 1900 showed, as the returns 
from the last census will doubtless soon 
show, that most of the old people in this 
country are women.. Of the 373,000 per- 
sons in this country who were 80 years 
old or more, there were 197,000 women 
to 176,000 men. 

It is also interesting to note how popu- 
lation tends to distribute itself with re- 
lation to age.

outh Carolina, and Texas 
following in the order named. The. Dis- 
trict of Columbia is last.

to interfere, not only in matters connected 
with the court of Madrid, but also in 
national politics. So much so, indeed, 
that twice during tho reign of her son 
and three times during the minority of 
her grandson, the present King, the Gov- 
ernment was compelled to insist, 
teously but firmly, upon her immuediate 
departure from Spain.

Given a live health officer, no com- 
munity has any reason or excuse for 
the non-enforcement of this or any 
Other sanitary law. Why the people 
should always have to insist on, and 
work to secure, enforcement of the 
laws by those who are employed and 
paid to do so is hard to comprehend. 

Our experience in St. Louis might be 
of interest. The anti-spitting ordinance 
was passed in February, 1903, and the 
Chief of Police issued an order for its 
enforcement. There were a few arrests 
at that time, and then the law was 
forgotten. - 

In 1907 the women members of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society took up the 


‘matter and interested the Police Com- 


missioners and Board of Health. The 
Health Department inspectors were 
sworn in as private watchmen with the 
sole duty of making arrests for the 
violation of this ordinance. 

During the year 1908, 836 arrests 
were made and $1,271 in fines assessed 
and collected. The salaries paid the 
inspectors amounted to $1,735. The 
fines paid 73 per cent. of the salaries 
of the two special officers for the year, 
and in some months more than paid 
their salaries.

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REVOLUTION IN 
ROAD BUILDING 


Successful Experiments Con- 
ducted by the New York State 
Highway Commission. 








County Engineer and Highway Superin- 
tendent J. Y. McClintock of Monroe Coun- 
ty, according to The Empire State Motor- 
invented a new method of high- 
way surfacing which promises to go a 
long way toward meeting the demands of 
the day for automobiles as well as hors« 
Because of its comparative cheap- 
iess it is not unlikely that the new method 
vill find great favor in the rural districts 


has 


,and villages where traffic is not excessive. 


The new method is to make the wearing 
surtace of two-inch cubes, which can be 
made of various materials to meet the 
requirement of the traffic of the particu- 
lar road. One of the good points of the 
method is the comparative pase with 
which the roadway can be repaired and 
maintained. The cube road 1s near 
dustless as can be found without frequent 
oiling or sprinkling. The dust that does 
wear from the cubes fills into the cracks, 
making an excellent binder. 

The first piece of road laid by Mr. Mc- 
Clintock for the purpose of testing the 
practical value of the cube road was con- 
structed last year on the Ridge Road in 
the town of Greece. The New York State 
Highway Commission appropriated $2,500 
for the experiment and 1,800 feet of road- 
way was constructed. Of this 1,600 feet 
was laid with two-inch cubes made of 
cement concrete mixed with the 
local gravel taken from beside the 
road. The cubes were n.ade by the road- 
side Dy a machine which was capable of 
molding sixty-eight cubes in one opera- 
tion. With chis machine five men turned 
27,000 cubes a day. The cubes, after 
making, were set aside for twenty-four 
on racks and then dumped into a 
pile and allowed to harden for three 
monthe. They were then laid by hand 
and pressed into the sand cushion of the 
old macadam road by a twelve-ton steam 
roller.

remainder of the experimental 
Dp was laid with vitrified shale brick 
cubes brought from Reynoldsville, Penn., 
of which the cubes are to be made. One 
piece will be laid ~ith cubes made of iron 
furnace slag imported from England. 
Various mixtures of concrete, both ce- 
ment and bituminous, are to be experi- 
mented with. Another cube that will be 
tested will be made with a small chunk 
ot hard-paving rock encased in Portland 
cement

Two of these are lo- 
cated in Westchester County, one is just 
across the Connecticut border within easy 
reach of Port Chester and Greenwich, 
a fourth is on the line of a traction com- 
pany in Hudson County, another on the 
Jersey meadows between Jersey City and 
Newark, while two are in Long Island, 
one being near Long Beach on the south 
shore and the other in the vicinity’ of 
Whitestone on the north shore. All of 
these are easily reached by train, trolley, 
or motor car. These propositions are 
altogether aside from the schemes of a 
Jersey traction company and of a New 
York corporation to construct motor- 
dromes of their own—one near Newark 
and the other not far from Coney Island. 

The Motor Racing Association is giving 
heed to all the propositions submitted ana 
Will select from these the one believed to 
be in the best interest of the sport. The 
association has not yet decided just what 
its stand in the matter will be, but is 
awaiting developments. It may either 
undertake the construction of a motor- 
drome, or it may lease such a course if 
constructed by a private corporation.

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G. P. L.—WIll THE TIMES please tel] me 
the length of time Donati’s comet was vis- 
ible in 1858, and when it was first discov- 
ered? Persons who observed this comet 
say that it was re brilllant than 
Halley’s comet, about which there has been 
Such widespread interest recently. 
Giovanni Battista Donati, one of the 

distinguished Italian astronomers of his 
time, first sighted the comet which was 
to be honored with his name on June 2, 
1858, at Florence.~-His report of the dis- 


covery created no end of a stir in Europe 
and America, and gave astronomers some- 
thing to conjure with for many a day. 

From the day of the discovery by Donati 
until the following March the comet con- 
tinued to be visible in more or less brill- 
jancy. When at the nearest point of ap- 
roach to the earth it had an apparent 
ength of fifty degrees, corresponding 
to the vast linear size of 45,000,000 miles. 

Donati’s comet is said to have been a 
brilliant spectacle under the most pro- 
pitious weather and atmospheric condi- 
tions. The records of the discoverer seem 
to indicate that it rather outdid the Hal- 
Jey comet in point of brilliancy. Donati 
was Professor of Astronomy in the Royal 
Institute, and Director of the observatory 
at Florence. Besides discovering 
comet which took his name, he made 
many valuable contributions to astronomy 
and meteorology. 
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OLD READER.—I recall the fact that 
when I was a very small boy I heard fire- 
side stories telling of a terrible massacre 
of emigrants who were crossing the plains 
in the days before railroads. I am inclined 
to think that it was the work, not of hos- 
tile Indians, but of Mormons. Of this, as 
well as the date, however, I cannot now be 
certain. I think ff must have been some 
time in the fifties. 

Can THE TIMES refresh my memory on 
this point of Western history? For my part 
I have looked in vain for some account of 
a massacre that wouid fit the hair-raising 
accounts of this one as given by my vener- 
able grandfather to while away the Winter 
evenings. 

Apparently you have referencé to what 
has come down in history as the Moun- 
tain Meadows Massacre. This occurred 
at Mountain Meadows, Utah, in Septem- 
ber, 1857, and in it about 140 men, wo- 
men, and children were slain in the most 
ruthless manner, The victims were emi-

from Arkansas and Missouri to Califor- 


nia. 

On the, way through Utah they were 
everywhere refused food by the Mormons 
until they reached the neighborhood of 
Mountain Meadows, a valley in Iron 
County, about 350 miles south of Salt 
Lake City. There the party finally came 
to a halt perforce to rest their jaded 
horses. On Sept. 7 the emigrants were 
suddenly thrown into a panic by a vol- 


ley that was fired at them from cover a 
few hundred yards away. Ostensibly the 
firing came from hostile Indians, but il 
is well known that most of the ‘ Indi- 
ans ’’—if not all of them—were Mormons 
in disguise. 

The men in the party quicniy made 
ready to protect the women and children, 
drawing up their wagons so as to form 
a barricade from which they returned the 
fire. They withstood the siege for fou 
days and then John D. Lee, Mormon 
Bishop and Indian Agent, pretended to in- 
tercede in their behalf and promised that 
they should not be further molested. On 
this false promise he finally persuaded 
the party to leave the shelter of their 
wagons and in @ moment the slaughter 
began. 

Every man and women in the party and 
all children more than seven years old 
were put to Ceath, and seventeen children 
under seven were distributed among Mor- 
mon families. These latter were sub- 
sequently restored to relatives by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Lee was very properly hanged for his 
part in the massacre, but not until twen- 
ty years later. Shortly before he made 
what he said was a full confession in 
which he pretended that he alone was re- 
sponsible for the atrocity, but the facts 
of the case do not bear him out. It is 
practically certain that the plot for the 
massacre was known to the heads of the 
Mormon Church and that Lee acted with 
their full sanction, 

There is no room. for doubt that Brig- 
ham Young was fully cognizant of the 
plot, and that he shared in it. Only a 
short time before he had announced that 
““no person shall be allowed to pass or 
repass into or through or from this ter- 
ritory without a permit from the proper 
officer.’’ 
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Vv. B.—Not so long ago the public was 
reading of the great achievement of Capt. 
Amundsen in making the Northwest Pas- 
age. If my memory serves me well, he was 
hailed as the first explorer to accomplish 

feat. It was not without astonish- 
ne therefore, that I read some months 
ago this statement in THE TIMEs: 

‘*Robert McClure, the first to accomplish 
the Northwest Passage, 1850-1853, recelved 
a grant of £10,000 from Parliament and was 
knighted by the Queen, 1853, at the age of 
46."’ ‘ 

This would appear to upset the Amundsen 
claim of priority. Can you not set me and 
other readers right on this question of 
marine history? 








It is an undisputed fact that Sir Rob- | 


ert John Le Mesurier MacClure, an Irish 
Captain in the Royal 


Navy, did accomplish the Northwest 
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Passage. He served as a volunteer with 
Sir James Ross, who was sent in search 


of Sir John «ranklin in June, 1848. While 
On &@& voyage of exploration independent 
of the expedition, Sir Robert discovered 
(Prince of Wales Strait) 
into Barrows Straits—a Northwest Pas- 
Sage. This discovery was made on Oct. 
26, 1850. The explorer received a large 
gift from the British Crown and was 
knighted besides in 1855. 

Capt. MacClure was in command of the 
British ship Investigator at the time he 
achieved this passage by sea between 
Davis and Behring Straits. Sir Edward 
Parry had already sailed through Lan- 
caster Sound, taking his ships into Win- 
ter Harbor, Melville Island, half way to 
the Pacific. It then fell to the lot of 
Sir Robert to accomplish the other half. 
He was a daring navigator, having been 
trained in arctic exploration by his ser- 
vice. under Capt. Back on hoard the 
British ship Terror, and the history of 
navigation cannot justly deprive him of 
the honor of his achievement in making 
the Northwest Passage. 

H. W.—Will Tum Timps please oblige 
mé with a few of the facts that stand out 
in the life of John Howard Payne? No ref- 
erence books are available for me that will 
give me what I want. 

Payne was an American actor and play- 
wright, who lived from 1791 to.1852. The 


one thing that contributed the lion’s 
share to his fame was the writing of 

_Home, Sweet Home.’’ He was born in 
New York and early in his life he showed 
Sreat precocity. He made his début at 
the old Park Theatre, New York, in 1809, 
as Young Norval in ‘ Douglas.”’ 

From that day on he was one of the 
idols of the stage in New York, and pres- 
ently went to London, where at the Drury 
Lane Theatre he added much to his fame. 
Payne adapted many plays from the 
French and produced some original ones 
also. The song, “‘ Home, Sweet Home,”’ 
appeared first in his opera, ‘‘ Clari, or 
the Maid of Milan,’’ which was produced 
at the Covent Garden Theatre in May, 
1823. Among the plays produced by him 
were ‘“ Brutus. or the Fall of Tarquin,”’ 
‘* Therese,’ ‘*‘ Virginia,’ and the congedy 
of ** Charles II."’ => 

Payne was appointed American Consul] 
at Tunis, Africa, in 1842. He was recalled 
three years later, and then reappointed 
in 1851. He died there on April 5 1852, 
and was buried in the cemetery of Saint 
at unis. In 1883 his body was 
brought to Washington for burlal by the 
United States.

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ALTER DAMROSCH and the 
New York Symphony Orches-| 
tra have just completed one of 
the longest, if not the longest 

, orchestral tours ever undertaken in this 

country. They left New York on March 

28, and played their last engagement. on 

June 8. During this time they have trav- 

eled over 13,000 miles; touched the Gulf 

of Mexico at Galveston, the Pacific Coast 
at San Francisco, and Puget Sound at 

Seattle, Tacoma, and Vancouver. Eighty- 

two concerts were given in eleven and 

one-half weeks in forty-five different 
cities. The longest stay was made in San 

Francisco of eight days. The largest 

audience of the tour assembled for a 

Wagner concert at the Greek Theatre of 

the California University at, Berkeley, 

when over 6,000 people were present. 

Music festivals of two or three days’ 
duration were given in Savannah. Au- 
gusta, Jacksonville, Spartanburg, Birm- 
ingham, Los Angeles, Seattle, Vancouver, 
Denver, and Fort Wayne. Tschaikow- 
sky’s ‘‘ Eugene Onegin’’ was given in 
concert form In Washington, Spartanburg, 
Birmingham, and San Francisco. The 
four vocalists which accompanied the or- 
chestra during the entire tour were Mme, 
Sara Anderson, Mme. Nevada Vander 
Veer, Reed Miller, and Marcus Keller- 
man, Other soloists from the orchestra 
were Alexander Saslavsky, violin; George 
een flute, and Paul Kefer, violin- 
cello. - 

Mr. Damrosch reports that the tour 
has been the most successful, artistically 
and financially, which he has ever under- 
taken during the twenty-five years he 
has been active as a conductor. Nota 
single concert was missed, although there 
were some hairbreadth escapes owing to 
delays on the trains. During the past 
season the orchestra has played under 
Mr. Damrosch’s direction for forty-three 
weeks. He has gone to his country place 
at Westport, Lake Champlain, for a va- 
cation until the end of July, when the 
seek det hy will assemble again for re- 
hedrsals and concerts.

At a recent concert of the Brighton Mu- 
nicipal Orchestra a pianoforte concerto, 
we read, says The London Telegraph, was

sive view that ‘‘these long works are 
more than an ordinary, reasonable audi- 
ence can digest.’’ After this pronounce- 
ment the gracious admission that “ this 


concerto of Schumann’s is a fine work ”’ 
strikes a plea3’ant note of amiable con- 
descension, but another cold doucke fol- 
lows it in the statement that. “ even Schu- 
mann has not the inspiration that can 
keep an audience entranced fon half an 
hour or more at a stretch,’’ to which the 
writer, still smarting under the “ Iinflic- 
tion ’’’ he had suffered, added that “ had 
the performance stopped at the first 
movement, we should have been content,’’ 
No doubt it was inconsiderate of Schu- 
mann to write his concerto in more than 
one movement. He should have left it 
unfinished, like Schubert’s B minor sym- 
phony. Reaily, the wonder is that any 


fone should have thought it worth while to 


celehrate the centenary of a composer 
capable of inflicting so much suffering 
on an audience,
